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The object of this Guide endeavours to supply a 
want which many young Officers experience whilst 
getting up " Company Drill " from the " Field 
Exercise, Part II.," in which they are occasionally 
referred to some other part and section for necessary 
information as to the detail of movements under 
consideration. This little work is arranged in the 
form of a simple and progressive catechism, contain- 
ing all information necessary for Officers to master 
the entire elements of the subject on which it treats, 
in as short a time as possible, and without referring 
to any other book. 

The arrangement of sections, as in the "Field 
Exercise," has been carefully observed. 

The methods adopted in the carrying of arms 
during certain movements, and the particulars with 
regard to firing, both in " Close " and " Extended 
Order," are discussed under those sections to which 
they have reference.

GENEEAL EULBS AND DEFINITIONS. 

Q. 1. — What is a company? 

A. — A certain number of files, under the com- 
mand of a Captain, divided into half-companies and 
sections. 

Q. 2. — What is understood by " Company drill " ? 

A. — The instructing and practising a company in 
military exercises so as to render it duly qualified 
to act independently, or to take its place in the 
movements of the battalion. 

Q. 3.— What do the terms ** Close " and " Extended 
order " signify ? 

A. — The former refers to the drill of a company 
in two ranks, so as to bring it steady and well 
under command ; the latter refers to training it for 
the purposes of extended formations, when there are 
intervals between the men thus drilling. 

Q. 4. — What is the meaning of the term "In- 
terval " ? 

A. — The lateral space between T£i«CL ox Ciorr^^.

Q. 5. — When is a soldier to be instructed in the 
movements of tlie company ? 

A. — After he has been thoroughly grounded in 
" Squad drill." 

Q. 6.— With what object? 

A. — As a more immediate preparation for his 
joining the battalion. 

Q. 7. — What is required for this purpose? 
A. — At least 18 or 20 files will be formed and 
told off as a company. 

Q. 8. — ^How will a company be sized ? 
A. — ^From flanks to centre, the front and rear 
rank men being nearly the same height. 

Q. 9. — What method will be adopted when a 
company is first sized ? 

A. — Having arranged the men in single rank 
according to their heights — tallest on the right, 
shortest on the left, — direct the right-hand man to 
take three paces to the front, the next to place 
himself three paces in front of the left of the rank, 
as a left-hand man, the third tallest man to place 
himself one pace in rear of the right-hand man, the 
fourth in rear of the left-hand man ; then place the 
two next on the inner side of the front-rank men 
of the formed files, then the two next as their rear- 
rank men, the taller man in each case taking the 
right ; and so on. Lastly, cause the half-companies 
to close inwards on each other, and dress, the rear 
rank covering correctly. 

Q. 10.— What is a " Eank " ? 
A. — A line of men side by side. 

Q. ll._Whatisa"File"? 
A. — Two men — a front-rank man and his rear- 
rank man.

Q. 12. — Where should the blank file be plaoed, if 
there is one ? 

A. — Third from the left. 

Q. 13. — What is meant by the term " Eank and 
File " ? 

A. — Corporals and privates in the ranks. 

Q. 14. — Are Lance-Serjeants, pioneers, and bands- 
men also included with rank and file ? 
A. — ^Yes, but not for the purposes of drill. 

Q. 15. — How are men to fall in subsequently? 

A. — After they have been once sized they must 
remember their relative heights, and be able to fall 
in in their proper places, in two ranks at close 
order, files nearly touching. 

Q. 16. — How is a company to be numbered ? 
A. — From right to left. 

Q. 17.— How is it to be told off? 

A. — Into two half-companies and four sections. 

Q. 18. — When the number of files is odd, which 
half-company will be the stronger? 
A. — The right half-company. 

Q. 19. — When a half-company is divided into 
sections of unequal strength, which section will be 
the stronger? 

A. — The outer section. 

Q. 20. — What will always be considered the 
centre of the company ? 

A. — The left file of the right half-company. 

Q. 21. — What is the supernumerary rank. 
A. — A third rank formed two paces from the rear 
rank. 

Q. 22. — Who form the supernumerary rank? 
A. — The Subaltern Officers and Serjeants. 
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Q. 23.— What are their duties ? 

A. — To control the expenditure of ammunition, 
correct any mistakes that may occur while manoeuvr- 
ing, and to take note of awkward men. 

Q. 24. — Who are the Guides of a company ? 
A. — The Senior Subaltern is the " Right Guide, 
the Junior Subaltern the " Left Guide. 



Q. 25.— Who are its " Markers " ? 
A. — Two Serjeants, who will be told oflf as 
" Right " and *' Left Markers." 

Q. 26. — In the absence of an Officer, who takes 
the place of such ? 
A. — The next in rank, whether Officer or Serjeant. 

Q. 27. — ^Who supply the places of Serjeants when 
required ? 

A. — Corporals from the ranks. 

Q. 28. — ^Do Non-commissioned Officers move out 
in front of the line at " Open order " ? 
A.— No. 

Q. 29.— How will a Marker give a point for his 
company to dress on in a line formation ? 

A. — He will stand with ** Recovered arms " 
turned towards the point of formation at arm's 
length in front of the alingment. 

Q. 30.— What is an " Alignment " ? 

A. — An imaginary straight line lying between 
two points, or the prolongation of that line upon 
which the troops are to form or march. 

Q. 31.— -How will the Marker act when the men 
approach ? 

A. — He will hold out his inner arm at right 
angles to his body, with the fist clenched, on which 
the line will dress. 
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Q. 32. — How, therefore, will all lines be dressed ? 
A. — At arm's length in rear of the line of Markers. 

Q. 33. — In giving a point for a line formation, 
when will a Marker drop his arm ? 

A. — As soon as the man opposite to his fist has 
dressed up to it. 

Q. 34. — How will a Marker carry his arms when 
giving a point for his company to form on in 
column ? 

A.— At the " Kecover." 

Q. 35.— When will he come to the " Shoulder " ? 
A. — When correctly covered. 

Q. 36. — ^When covered simultaneously with other 
Markers, at what word will he come to the 
" Shoulder " ? 

A.— At the word " Steady." 

Q. 37. — ^When will the Marker fall to the rear? 
A. — When the Guide comes up to take his place. 

Q. 38. — What space does each man occupy in the 
ranks ? 

A. — About 24 inches. 

Q. 39. — How is the number of paces, of 30 inches, 
ascertained, required for a given number of files ? 

A. — Multiply the number of files by 8 and 
divide by 10, the latter operation being accomplished 
by cutting off the last figure. 

Q. 40. — How is the number of odd inches to be 
ascertained ? 

A. — ^Multiply the last figure by 3, 

Q. 41. — What will be useful to remember with 
rogard to the relative proportion of paces to files ? 

A. — That 10 files require 8 paces, 20 files 16, and 
so on— 100 files 80 p9.ces, 1000 files 800, 
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Q. 42. — What are the lengths of the foUowing 
paces :—*• Slow," "Quick," and "Double" time— 
" Stepping out " and " Stepping short " ? 

A. — In " Slow " or " Quick " time 30 inches, in 
" Double " time and " Stepping out " 33 inches, in 
" Stepping short " 21 inches. 

Q. 43. — How many paces are taken to the minute 
in "Slow" time? 
A.— 75. 

Q. 44. — How many paces in " Quick " and 
" Double " time are taken to the minute, and what 
distance is covered in a minute and in an hour by 
each? 

A. — In "Quick" time 120 paces, making 100 
yards per minute, and 3 miles 720 yards in an 
hour; in "Double" time 165 paces, making 151 
yards 9 inches per minute, and 5 miles 275 yards in 
an hour. 

Q. 45. — In " Extended order," when calculating 
the front of a company, what space is allowed for 
each file ? 

A. — One pace of 30 inches. 

Q. 46. — What is the meaning of the term 
" Front " ? 

A. — The " Front " with reference to an alignment 
is the direction of the supposed enemy. It is also 
used as a general term ; the word signifies the 
direction in which soldiers face when occupying the 
same relative positions as when last told off. 

Q. 47. — What should be borne in mind with 
regard to the application of " Squad drill " ? 

A. — That all the rules laid down for the instruc- 
tion of a squad in two ranks are equally applicable 
to the movements of a company. 
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Q. 48. — What are the general duties of the 
Captain at " Company drill " ? 

A. — To carefully preserve discipline in the com- 
pany, to keep it steady and well in hand when 
going through any manoeuvres, and to promptly 
execute the orders he may receive from the Instructor 
during the instruction parade. 

Q. 49. — When a company falls in alone, how will 
it be first formed ? 

A. — As a company in line. 

Q. 50.— How will it be drilled? 
A. — Both as a company in line and column, as 
though it were with the battalion. ' 

Q. 51. — What is the meaning of the term "In 
Line " ? 

A. — A battalion is said to be "in line " when its 
companies are deployed on the same alignment to 
their full extent ; i,e,, in two ranks. Columns are 
said to be "in line " when their fronts are on the 
same alignment. 

Q. 62.— What is the meaning of " Deploy " ? 
A. — To unfold companies from column into line. 

Q. 53. — What is the meaning of the term 
" Column " ? 

A. — A succession of companies (or parts of com- 
panies), from front to rear parallel to each other. 

Q. 54. — Why will a company be drilled as "in 
line " and " column " ? 

A. — ^In order to teach the Officers and Non-com- 
missioned Officers the different positions it will 
occupy in " battalion drill." 

Q. 55. — ^What must the Listructor state before 
each movement ? 

A. — He must state the supposed batt8Aia\i.fe«s^^- 
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tion upon which the OflScers and Serjeants will 
move at once to their proper places. 

Q. 56. — By whom should a company be frequently 
exercised ? 

A. — By its own Officers, the Captain acting as 
Instructor and one of the Subalterns taking his place. 

Q. 57. — ^Where should a company be exercised ? 
A. — On rough and broken ground as well as on 
smooth and level ground. 

Q. 58. — ^Why should the ranks be changed during 
the drill? 

A. — In order that every man may be equally 
well drilled. 

Q. 59. — What great pains should be taken to 
accustom the men to do, of their own accord ? 

A. — To remedy quickly any derangement in 
the " telling off " of the company. 

Q. 60. — How are the men to be brought to this ? 

A. — The Captain will order a certain number 
of files or men to fall out, and will then continue 
to drill the company without retelling off. 

Q. 61. — Why should soldiers be thus trained? 

A. — That they may not be liable to fall into 
confusion whatever casualties may occur on service, 
and so as to ensure under all circumstances the 
ready formation of fours, upon which nearly all 
movements depend. 

Q. 62. — ^When men are separated from their own 
company and unable to rejoin it, what will they do ? 

A. — At once conform to the orders of the nearest 
Officer. 

Q. 63. — What should men be frequently practised 
in? 
A. — In assembling, and rapidly forming company. 
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Q. 64. — What course is to be pursued for this 
purpose ? 

A. — The men will be dispersed, and on the bugle- 
sound the ** Assemble," or the word " Assemble," they 
will run in and form company on the Left Marker 
or the left-hand man (or Guide, if ordered), who 
will previously be placed for that purpose. 

Q. 65. — When they form, what will they do? 
A. — " Order arms " and remain at " Attention.'* 

Q. 66. — What should Officers and Serjeants be 
frequently practised in ? 

A. — In marching on points and judging distances 

Q. 67.— Why? 

A. — Because these are important parts of their 
duty, and in order that they may be thoroughly 
trained in them. 

Q. 68. — What is the meaning of the term " Dis- 
tance " ? 

A. — The depth between men or corps from front 
t6 rear. 

Q. 69. — How and by whom are the Officers and 
Serjeants trained in marching on points ? 

A. — By the Instructor, who must remain standing 
in rear of the Officer or Serjeant, to see that he 
marches perfectly straight to his front, just clear of 
the point on which he is moving. 

Q. 70. — ^How and by whom are they trained in 
judging distances ? 

A. — By the Instructor, who must practically prove 
the distances which may be taken by a number 
of Officers or Serjeants on the same alignment one 
beyond another, the number of files for which the 
distance is to be taken beings previously nam<^d.. 
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Q. 71. — ^Where will be the usual post of tlie 
Captain ? 

A. — In rear of the centre of his company. 

Q. 72. — ^When the company is in motion, what 
position will he then take up ? 

A. — Such a position as will best enable him to 
superintend its movement. 

Q. 73.— When moving in column, what should be 
the Captain's care ? 
A. — Not to obstruct the covering. 

Q. 74. — How should words of command be given? 

A. — Every command must be loud, and distinctly 
pronounced, so as to be heard by all concerned. 
Every command that consists of one word must 
be preceded by a caution ; the caution or cautionary 
part of a command must be given slowly and dis- 
tinctly; the last or executive part must be given 
sharply and quickly. 

Q. 75. — When should the men begin to move ? 
A. — At the last sound of the executive word of 
command. 

Q. 76. — Previous to giving a word of command, 
what should Captains call out? 

A. — The number of their companies. 

Q. 77. — When the men are in motion, how must 
executive words be completed ? 

A. — As they are commencing the pace which 
will bring them to the spot on which the command 
has to be executed. 

Q. 78. — When will a company "standing easy" 
assume the position of " standing at ease " ? 

A. — On the cautionary word " Company ; " or 
« No. — ; " or " BattaHon." 
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Section 1. — Formation of a Company. 

Q. 79. — ^In the formation of a company, where 
will the Captain be ? 
A. — Three paces in rear of the centre. 

Q. 80.— And the Guides ? 

A. — ^Will be in the supernumerary rank, in rear 
of their flank flies. 

Q. 81. — Where will the Markers be placed ? 

A. — In rear of the second flle from their Guides. 

Q. 82. — How will the remaining supernumeraries 
take post? 

' A.— Alternately in rear of the right and left half- 
companies, dividing the space. 

Q. 83.— Where will the " Drummers " and 
" Pioneer " be ? 

A. — In the supernumei'ary rank, the former in 
rear of the second section, the latter in rear of the 
third. 

Q. 84. — When are Officers to have their swords 
drawn ? 

A. — On all duties under arms and without any 
word of command. 

Q. 85. — Is there any exception to this ? 
A. — Yes ; swords will be returned on the caution 
before moving into " Extended order." 

Q. 86. — When will they be drawn in " Extended 
order " ? 

A. — When required for signalling ; also when 
bayonets are flxed, during the attack, for the charge. 

Q. 87. — ^How do the Eight Guida %xA ^^^ax^^-t 
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move on the Instructor's caution, " as a company in 

LINE " ? 

A. — The Eight Guide will place himself on the 
right of the front rank, and his Marker will cover 
him. 

Q. 88. — How do the Guides and Markers act on 
the Instructor's caution, " as A company in column by 

THE LEFT (OR RIGHT) " ? 

A. — ;The Guide of the flank named to direct will 
align himself with the front rank, hib Marker 
placing himself in rear of the flank flle. 



Section 2. — A Company in Line taking 
** Open Order " and " General Salute'' 

Q. 89. — Before a company in line takes " Open 
order," what will be done ? 

A. — Bayonets will be fixed and arms shouldered. 

Q. 90. — At the command open — order from the 
Instructor, what takes place ? 

A. — The Officers will recover their swords : the 
Guides will place themselves one pace from the 
front rank, the Left Guide in front of the second 
file from the left, the Right Guide in front of the 
centre ; the Captain, passing round the right of the 
company, will place himself one pace in front of 
the second file from the right. The supernumerary 
rank will step back two paces ; the flank men of the 
rear rank will step back two paces and turn to the 
right; and the Right Marker will take one pace of 
24 inches to his left, into the space vacated by the 
right-hand man of the rear rank. 

Q. 91. — Supposing only one Guide be present? 
A. — He will take the place assigned to the Left 
Guide, passing by the front. 
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Q. 92. — ^What takes place at tlie word *« march ** 
from the Instructor ? 

A. — The Officers will take two paces to the front, 
look to their right, and dress ; the Eight Marker 
will take one side pace to his right and one pace 
to his front with his left foot into the place vacated 
by his Guide; and the rear rank will step back 
two paces, the flank men of the rear rank fronting 
at the same time, and raising their arms. 

Q. 93. — ^Who dresses the rear rank ? 

A. — The Serjeant on the right of the super- 
numerary rank, who will give the word, *^ Eyes — 
front,** on which the flank men will drop their arms. 
He will then resume his place. 

Q. 94. — And the supernumerary rank ? 
A. — Will take up its dressing by the right. 

Q. 95. Who dresses the Officers ? 

A. — The Instructor, who gives the word, " steady," 
on which they will carry swords and look to their 
front. 

Q. 96. — State what occurs on the Instructor'a 
command, '* general salute ; present — arms " ? 

A. — On the word, "arms," the men will present; 
the officers will " recover swords " with the second 
motion of the rifles, and at the third motion the 
swords will be smartly lowered to the " Salute," 
the point of the sword to be 12 inches from the 
ground in the direction of the right foot, the arm 
to be straight, hand just behind the thigh, the thumb 
flat on the handle of the sword. 

Q. 97. — What takes place at the command^ 
•* SHOULDER — ARMS," from the Instructor ? 

A. — On the word, " arms," the men will shoulder ; 
the officers will "recover swords" with the first 
motion of the rifles, and carry swords with the 
second motion. 
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Q. 98. — ^Wliat is done at the Instructor's words, 

" CLOSE — ORDER " ? 

A. — The OflHcers will recover their swords and 
turn to the right. 

Q. 99. — And on the command, ** march," given by 
him? 

A. — The rear and supernumerary ranks will take 
two paces to their front, and the Left Guide will 
take his place in rear of the left file ; the Captain 
will move to his place in rear, passing round the 
right flank of the company; the Eight Marker 
taking two paces to his rear and one to his left, to 
make room for him to pass ; the Eight Guide will 
then resume his place on the right of the front 
rank, and the Eight Marker will move up to his 
place on the right of the rear rank ; the Officers 
wUl carry their swords as they take post. 

Q. 100. — Supposing only one Guide be present ? 
A. — He will pass to the right of the company by 
the rear. 

Q. 101. — ^What then takes place? 
A. — Arms will be "ordered" and bayonets "un- 
fixed " by commands from the Instructor. 

Q. 102. — When a company without an Officer 
present takes " Open order," what does the " Non- 
commissioned Officer" acting as Eight Guide do? 

A. — He will stand fast. 

Q. 103.— And his Marker ? 

A. — Will move with the rear rank. 

Q. 104. — ^How will the Left Guide and Marker 
move? 

A. — They will move with the senior Serjeant in 
the same manner as the supernumerary rank. 
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Section 3. — Marching to the Front and 

Rear. 

Q. 105.— What is the "Directing Flank" of a 
company ? 

A. — That by which it marches. 

Q. 106. — What cautionary words will be given by 
the Instructor to a company required to advance ? 
A. — ** The line (oe column) will advance." 

Q. 107. — What does the directing Guide then do ? 
A. — On the word, " advance," he will select points 
to march on. 

Q. 108. —When does the company step off? 

A. — At the Instructor's command, "quick — march." 

Q. 109. — When a company is required to advance, 
or retire, or move to a flank in fours, from the 
" Order," how should arms be carried ? 

A. — With unfixed bayonets, at the " Trail," order- 
ing, when halted ; with fixed bayonets, at the 
"Advance" (Kifle Battalions at the shoulder), 
ordering, when halted, except in retiring or 
moving to a flank, when they will be ordered after 
fronting. 

Q. 110. — What commands does the Instructor 
give to a company required to retire ? 

A. — "The line (or column) will retire; right- 
about — TURN." 

Q. 111. — If in line retiring, how does the Right 
Guide act ? 

A. — He will fall to the rear of the centre of the 
company at the command, " right-about — turn," to 
superintend the movement. 
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Q. 112. — ^How is the direction of tlie company 
preserved ? 

A. — By the Eight Marker, who is aligned with 
the rear rank. 

Q. 113. — When in column retiring, what is the 
position of the directing Guide ? 

A. — He will step up in line with the rear rank 
and select points to march on. 



Section 4. — A Company Wheeling or Form- 
ing from the Halt from Column into Line. 

Q. 114. — What caution is first given by the 
Instructor in these movements ? 

a. — "as a company in column by the left (ob 
bight)." 

Q. 115. — A company in column by the left gets 
the Instructor's command, " left wheel into — line ; " 
what takes place ? 

A. — On the word, " line," the Left Guide will fall 
to the rear, and the Eight Guide move up; the 
Eight Marker will run out and give a point where 
the right of the company will rest when the move- 
ment is completed, turning to the rear of the 
column ; the Left Marker will give a point on the 
left of the company in like manner. The Instructor 
will then cover the points and give the word, 

*' STEADY." 

Q. 116. — When does the Left Guide move up 
, ready to dress the company ? 

A. — At the words, "quick — ^mabch," from the 
Instructor. 
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Q. 117. — What words of command does the 
Captain give ; and when does he give them ? 

A. — '* Company — Halt;^' when the wheeling flank 
of the company is two paces from the Marker, im- 
mediately following it by the word, " Dress" 

Q. 118.— What does the Left Guide do after 
having completed the dressing ? 

A. — Gives the words, '* Eyes — Front^'* and falls into 
his place in rear. 

Q. 119. — When will the Markers take post? 
A. — At the second word, "steady," from the 
Instructor. 

Q. 120. — ^When do Markers not give points for a 
company wheeling into line? 

A. — When the company is on the march. 

Q. 121. — How do the men preserve their dressing 
in wheeling? 

A. — They will look to the "outer" and keep a 
light touch to the " inner " flank. 

Q. 122.— What is the "Pivot"? 
A. — The flank man on whom, or the point on 
which, a wheel is made. 

Q. 123.— What is the " Inner Flank " ? 
A. — That nearer to the " Point of Appui." 

Q. 124.— What is meant by the "Point of 
Appui"? 

A. — The point of formation. 

Q. 125.— What is the " Outer Flank"? 
A. — That opposite to the " inner flank." 

Q. 126.-=-A company in column by the right 
gets the Instructor's commands, " right wheel into — 
LINE, QUICK — march; " what do the Guides do? 

A. — The Eight Guide falls to the rear on tha 
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word, " LINE ; " the Left Guide stands fast ; on the 
word, " MARCH," the Eight Guide moves out ready to 
dress the company ; when the dressing is completed, 
he gives the words, " Eyes — Front" and takes post in 
line. 

Q. 127. — Is there any other way of bringing a 
company at the halt from column into line ? 

A. — Yes ; by the Instructor giving the com- 
mands, " RIGHT (or left) FORM INTO — LINE, QUICK 
— MARCH." 

Q. 128. — A company in column by the right 
receives the command, " right form into — line ; " 
describe what takes place ? 

A, — On the word, '*line," the right-hand man of 
the front rank turns to the right ; remainder make 
a half-right turn ; the Eight Guide falls to the rear ; 
Left Guide stands fast. The markers double out 
and give points as in wheeling into line. The In- 
structor covers the Markers and gives the word, 
** steady." 

Q. 129. — And on the Instructor's command, "quick 

(or double) — MARCH " ? 

A. — The Eight Guide will move up on the right 
of the company, ready to dress the men file by file as 
they come up ; the right-hand man will stand fast ; 
the rear-rank man of the pivot file will step up and 
keep the Eight Guide's place ; the remainder will 
move up by the diagonal march to their places in 
line, halting as they arrive there and looking to the 
right for their dressing. When the dressing is com- 
pleted, the "Eight Guide " will give the words, ''Eyes 
— Front" and fall into his place in line ; the rear- 
rank man of the pivot file taking a pace to his rear 
and one to his left into his own place, to make way 
for the Guide, 
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Q. 130. — When do the Markers take post ? 
A. — On the word, " steady," which the Instructor 
will then give. 

Q. 131. — Who always steps into and keeps the 
place of the "Eight Guide" when wheeling or 
forming into line to the right ? 

A. — The right-hand man of the rear rank. 

Q. 132. — A company in column by the left gets 
the Instructor's commands, " left form into — line, 
QUICK (or double) — MARCH ; " how do the Guides act ? 

A. — On the word, " line," the Left Guide falls to 
the rear, the Eight Guide moves up ; on the com- 
mand, " QUICK — MARCH," the Left Guide will move up 
on the left of the company ready to dress the men 
file by file as they come up. When the dressing is 
completed he will give the words, "JE7ye« — Fronts* 
and fall into his place in rear. 

Q. 133. — What is the difference between " Form- 
ing " and " Wheeling " into line ? 

A. — In "Forming into line" the men move up 
independently by the diagonal march, and the 
shortest way into their places, whereas in " Wheel- 
ing into line " they move up in a circular route 
with ranks entire. 

Q. 134. — Is there any advantage in "Forming 
into line " over " Wheeling into line " ? 

A. — Yes ; the men are able to move more quickly 
into their places, and to open fire at once if neces- 
sary. 

Q. 135. — In these movements what position is a 
single company on parade supposed to occupy ? 

A. — That of a leading company of a column 
'* Wheeling " or " Forming into line." 

Q. 136. — In these movements, when sever^ vsRra^- 
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panies are practised together, what Markers give 
points ? 

A. — Both the Markers of the leading company- 
will give points ; each of the remaining companies 
will have only its inner flank marked. 



Section 5. — A Company wheeling from the 
Halt from Line into Column. 

Q. 137. — ^What is the caution given by the 
Instructor ? 

A. — "As A COMPANY IN LINE." 

Q. 138. — ^What occurs on the Instructor's words, 

" BREAK INTO COLUMN TO THK — RIGHT " ? 

A. — The Left Guide will stand fast, remainder 
turn to the " right about." 

Q. 139. — On the Instructor's commands, " right 
WHEEL, QUICK — MARCH," what docs the Left Guide do ? 

A. — Places himself on the left of the company 
turning to the front of the column. 

Q. 140. — ^Who halts the company, and what are 
the words of command ? 

A. — The Captain; the words being, ^^Companyy 
Halt, — Front, — Dress" 

Q. 141. — ^At what angle does the Captain halt his 
company, and why is it done ? 

A. — When the company has wheeled two paces 
beyond the quarter circle, so that it may dress up 
to its proper position, and not have to dress back. 

Q. 142. — ^Where and when do the Eight Guide 
and Marker take post ? 

A, — In column, on the word, ^^Dress" 
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Q. 143. — How do the men obtain their dressing? 

A. — They look to the pivot flank and take up 
their own dressing; when properly dressed they 
look to the front. 

Q. 144. — What takes place at the Instructor's 
command, " break into column to the — left " ? 

A. — The Eight Guide stands fast, remainder turn 
to the right-about. 

Q. 145. — How does the Eight Guide act on the 
Instructor's words, " quick — march " ? 

A. — He will place himself on the right of the 
company, turning to the front of the column. 

Q. 146. — What are the Instructor's words of 
command for a company in line wheeling forward 
into column ? 

A. — " Company, right (or left) — wheel, quick — 

MARCH." 

Q. 147. — When will the Instructor give the 

words, " FORWARD BY THE LEFT (OR RIGHt), OR HALT, 
DRESS " ? 

A. — ^When the company has wheeled a quarter 
circle. 

Q. 148. — If the wheel is to the right, what do 
the Eight Guide and Marker do ? 
A. — Fall to the rear. 

Q. 149. — ^How does the Left Guide act ? 
A. — He moves up to direct the company as it 
commences to wheel. 

Q. 150. — When the wheel is to the left, who falls 
to the rear? 

A.— The Eight Marker. 

Q. 161. — Who directs the company ? 
A.— The Eight Guide. 
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Section 6. — A Company changing Front 
as the Base Company of a Line Formation. 

Q. 152. — What is the meaning of " Change of 
Front " ? 

A. — Taking np a new alignment on a base at an 
angle to, and either touching or intersecting the 
former alignment. 

Q. 153. — What is the difference between " Change 
of Front " and " Change of Position " ? 

A. — The former is the taking up a new alignment 
as above explained, whereas the latter refers to new 
ground being taken up by a body of troops alto- 
gether apart from that on which it originally stood. 

Q. 154.— What is a " Base Company"? 
A. — The company on which an intended forma- 
tion is to be made. 

Q. 155. — What is meant by "Bight Company," 
by " Left Company," and by " Central Companies," 
with regard to changes of front in line ? 

A. — When a Battalion is in line, the company on 
the right of the line or No. 1 is termed the " Right 
Company," the company on the left of the line or 
No. 8 (in a Battalion of eight companies) is termed 
the ** Left Company," and all companies between 
the " Right " and " Left Companies " are termed 
" Central Companies." 

Q. 156. — Give the rules for the movements of 
Markers as ** base points " ? 

A. — If the change of front is to the right on the 
right company, or to the left on the left company, 
the Markers will turn towards the flank on which 
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the company is to wheel ; if the change of front is 
to the left on the right company, or to the right on 
the left company, or on any central company, they 
will tnrn to where the wheeling flank of the com- 
pany will rest. The Instructor will cover them in 
the required direction, and give the word, " steady." 

Q. 157.— What are " Base Points " ? 
A. — Those points given by the Markers of the 
base company. 

Q. 158, — For what movements are "Base Points" 
used? 

A. — In formations from Column into Line; in 
" Changes of Front," and in " Deployments." 

Q. 159. — What is the Instructor's caution previous 
to changing front as the base company of a line 
formation ? 

A. — " As A COMPANY IN LINE." 

Q. 160. — What takes place on the Instructor's 

words, " CHANGE FRONT TO THE RIGHT (OR LEFT) ON THE 
RIGHT (or left OR NO, — ) COMPANY ? " 

A. — The Markers double out and give base points, 
and are covered in the required direction by the 
Instructor ; and on his word, " steady," the Captain 
gives the command, ^^ Company, Might (or Left) — Wheel 
Quick — March" When the wheeling flank is two 
paces from the outer Marker, he gives the words, 
*' Company y — Rait, — Dress." The Guide of the flank 
on which the wheel is made dresses the company, 
and gives the words," ^ye« — Front" then falls into 
his place. 

Q. 161. — When does the Instructor give the word, 
" steady," as a signal for the Markers to take post? 

A. — Directly after the Guide has given the words, 
" Eyes— Front:' 
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Q. 162.— At what inclination are changes of front 
made ? 

A. — J, J, or f Eight (or Left), or to the Eight (or 
Left), as desired. 



Section 7. — Wheeling or Forming on the 
March from Column into Line^ and 
Wheeling from Line into Column. 

Q. 163. — What is the Instractor's caution ? 

A. — " As A COMPANY IN COLUMN BY THE LEFT." 

Q. 164. — By what words of command does the 
Instructor march off a company in column ? 
A. — " The column will advance, quick — march." 

Q. 165. — What words of command are used when 
a company is wheeled into line on the march ? 

A. — The Instructor gives the words, " right (or 
left) wheel into — line: forward," or "company, 
HALT," as the ease may be. 

Q. 166.— Before wheeling or forming into line to 
the reverse flank, what should invariably be done ? 

A. — The Instructor should order the company 
to march by that flank giving the words " by the 
RIGHT " or " BY the LEFT " as the case may be. 

Q. 167. — A company in column on the march 
receives the Instnictor's words, "right form into 
— LINE ; " what takes place ? 

A. — The right file will turn to the right and 
halt, the rear-rank man of the pivot file will move 
into and keep the Eight Guide's place, the remainder 
will half-turn to the right and move up the nearest 
way into their places in line, halt; and "Order 
Arms " if moving at " the trail," looking to the 
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right for their dressing; the Markers will double 
out and give points as at the halt, and the Eight 
Guide will be on the right of the company to dress 
the men file by file as they come up, giving the 
words, ^* Eyes — Front,'* and falling into his place 
when the dressing is completed; the rear-rank 
man of the pivot file will take a pace to the rear 
and one to his left into his own place as the Guide 
takes post. The Markers will take post on the word, 
" STEADY," from the Instructor. 

Q. 168. — When a company marching in line is 
required to wheel into column, what words of 
command are given ? 

A. — The Instructor gives the words, "company, 
EIGHT (or left) — WHEEL;" when wheeled square, 

" FORWARD BY THE LEFT (OR RIGHT)," or " HALT — 

DRESS," as the case may be. 

Q. 169. — When a company in line, on the march, 
wheels into column, how is the direction observed ? 

A. — If the wheel is to the right, the Left Guide 
will direct ; if to the left, the Eight Guide. 



Section 8. — A Company in Column changing 

Direction. 

Q. 170. — ^When a company in column on the 
march is required to change direction, what cau- 
tionary words are given ? 

A. — The Instructor gives the words, "change 

DIRECTION TO THE RIGHT (OR LEFT)." 

Q. 171. — What words of command does the 
Captain then give ? 

A. — " Company, Bight (or Left') — WheeV* 
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Q. 172. — When the company has reached the 
required angle, what occurs ? 

A. — The Instructor will give the word, "for- 
ward." 

Q. 173. — When two or more companies are 
practised together, what will each company in rear 
be ordered by its Captain to do ? 

A. — To wheel at the same point as the leading 
company, and it will receive from him the word, 
''''Forward,'* as its front becomes perpendicular to 
the new direction. 

Q. 174. — Supposing the wheel to be made to the 
reverse flank ? 

A. — Then the Guide (or Guides) of that flank 
will move up during the change of direction. 

Q. 175. — If a company is marching by the left, 
and is ordered to change direction to the right, how. 
does the Eight Guide act ? 

A. — He moves up on the right of his company 
during the wheel, falling back in his place at the 

word, "FORWARD."

Section 9. — Marching Past. 

Q. 176. — When a company is to " March Past," 
what points are required, and how should they be 
placed ? 

A. — Four points will be placed marking the 
angles of an oblong, of which the long sides will 
be 80 paces in length, and the short sides 30, or 
more if the company is strong. The company will 
march on these points. 
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Q. 177. — ^What are they known as? 
A.— The " 1st," " 2nd," " 3rd," and " 4th " points, 
respectively arrived at in the order of march. 

Q. 178. — Is a fifth point required ? 

A. — Yes; a fifth point, called the " Saluting Point," 
will be placed four paces outside the centre of the 
saluting base, and turned towards the flank of the 
company. 

Q. 1 79. — When men are placed as points to mark 
the angles, how will they be turned ? 

A. — In the same direction as the company. 

Q. 180. — What may be used instead of men? 
A. — If more convenient, the points may be marked 
with camp colours. 

Q. 181. — How will a company be formed for 
" Marching Past " ? 

A. — As a company in column by the left. Bayonets 
will be fixed (except in Eifle Battalions). 

Q. 182. — ^How should it be placed ? 
A. — The left of the company will rest on the 
centre of one of the long sides of the oblong. 

Q. 183. — What is the opposite side called? 
A.— The " Saluting Base." 

Q. 184. — What are the words of command to the 
company to step oflF, and who gives them ? 

A. — The Instructor, the words being " slope — 

ARMS," "MARCH PAST," *' QUICK — MARCH." 

Q. 185. — Do companies of Eifle Battalions get the 

words, " SLOPE — ARMS " ? 

A. — ^No ; they move off at " the trail." 
• Q. 186. — What words of command does tha 
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Captain give when the directing flank of the com- 
pany has arrived at the first point ? 

A. — " Company (or No, — ), Left — Wheel; " when 
square, " Forward." 

Q. 187. — What takes place at wheeling distance 
from the second point ? 

A. — The Captain gives the words, " Company {or 
No. — ), Left — Wheel,'* and when square, ^''Forward 
hy the Bight." During the wheel the Eight Guide 
moves up and the Captain moves towards the right 
of the company. The men will come to the 
" Shoulder " on the words, ** Forward hy the Bight ; '* 
the rear rank will lock up, by the rear and super- 
numerary ranks stepping out for three paces. The 
Captain and Guides will run out three paces in 
front of the company, the Captain moving round 
the right flank, and place themselves as when at 
"open order" in line, each Officer taking up the 
quick time as he arrives at his place ; the Eight 
Marker will move up to the place vacated by his 
Guide to lead the company. 

Q. 188.-— When do the Officers salute? 

A. — At 10 paces from the " Saluting Point." 

Q. 189. — Describe the Officers' salute in marching 
past? 

A. — As the left foot comes to the ground, the 
sword will be raised by extending the arm to 
the right, and by a circular motion brought to the 
" Eecover," then continuing the motion to the right 
shoulder, whence the sword is lowered to the same 
position as for the salute at open order. These four 
motions are to be combined into one graceful move- 
ment, the salute being completed in six paces of 
quick, or four paces of slow time. The head should 
be turned towards the saluting point while passing it. 
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Q. 190. — How and wlien do the Officers come to 
the " Carry " ? 

A. — When at six paces teyond the saluting point, 
as the left foot conies to the ground, the Officers will 
recover swords, make a pause of one pace, and on 
the following pace come to the carry. 

Q. 191. — When do they resume their places, and 
how? 

A. — ^When at 20 paces from the saluting point, 
they will resume their places with the company in 
double time, the Captain passing by the right. 

Q. 192. — When does the Eight Marker take post? 
A. — When the Officers resume their places. 

Q. 193. — What occurs at the third point? 

A. — The Captain gives the words, " Left — Wheel ; " 
when square, ** Forward by the Left" The Left 
Guide will then move up, the Eight Guide falling 
to the rear. The men will " slope arms " on the 
word, *^ Forward" (or ** trail arms," in Eifle Bat- 
talions). The rear and spuernumerary ranks will 
regain their distance by stepping short one pace. 

Q. 194. — And at the fourth point? 
A.— The Captain gives the words, " Left — Wheel ; " 
when square, " Forward" 

Q. 195. — On the word, ^^ Forward" being given 
after a wheel, what should the directing Guide be 
careful to do ? 

A. — He must at once observe some object in the 
straight line between himself and the next point to 
guide him in marching. 

Q. 196. — ^Who halts the company, and where is 
it halted ? 

A. — The Instructor, giving the words^ " gomb^^stl — 
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HALT," when it has arrived at the place from whence 
it stepped off. 

Q. 197. — Does a company move, when marching 
past in slow time, in the same manner as it does in 
quick time ? 

A. — Yes. 



Section 10. — The Diagonal March. 

Q. 198.— What is the "Diagonal March"? 
A. — A march hy which troops move to a flank at 
an angle of 45° with their front. 

Q. 199. — In the diagonal march what must the 
Instructor caution the rear-rank men to do ? 

A. To preserve their relative positions with their 
front-rank men. 

Q. 200.— Why is this requisite ? 
A. — That they may be found to cover correctly 
when they are halted and fronted. 

Q. 201. — Who will lead a company in column 
moving to a flank by the diagonal march ? 

A. — The Guide of the flank to which the move- 
ment is made, who, if not already there, will move 
up for that purpose. 



Section 11. — File Marching and Wheel- 
ing in File. 

Q. 202. — Is file marching to be practised in 
double time ? 
A. — Never. 

Q. 203. — What should the Instructor be careful 
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to impress on the company with regard 'to marching 
in file ? 

A. — The strictest observance of all the rules for 
marching, and great care that the rear-rank men 
dress correctly by their respective front-rank men. 

Q. 204. — ^When moving to a flank in file, how 
will arms be carried, if the company steps off from 
" the Order " ? 

A. — At the " Advance " (in Eifle Battalions at 
the shoulder), being brought again to the " Order " 
at the words, " Halt — Front," unless the men 
receive the word to " advance " (or " shoulder," in 
Kifle Battalions) previous to stepping off, when they 
will *^ order " by word of command. 

Q. 205. — What are the positions of Guides and 
Markers when moving to a flank in file? 

A. — The Guide of the leading flank will lead the 
company, being placed next to the pivot man of the 
leading file, with his Marker in front of that man. 
The Guide not leading the company will be on the 
reverse flank of the rear file, his Marker on the 
reverse flank of the next file but one. 

Q. 206. — How will the remaining supernume- 
raries act ? 

A. — They will close to the files they cover as the 
company turns to a flank. 

Q. 207. — What rules are to be observed in wheel- 
ing in file ? 

A. — The leading man will move around a quarter 
or half of the circumference of a circle having a 
radius of four feet, the other men following on his 
footsteps in succession, without increasing or dimin- 
ishing their distances from each other, or altering 
the cadence. The inner rank must step rather 
shorter during the wheel, especially with the inner 
foot. 
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Q. 208. — Suppose a company is halted or ordered 
to " mark time " when only some of the files have 
wheeled in the new direction, how will the re- 
mainder cover off? 

A. — On the words, " rear files — cover," they will 
get into their places by the diagonal march. 

Q. 209. — Under the same circumstances, suppose 
the word "front" to be given after the word 
" HALT," how then will the remaining files get into 
their places ? 

A. — They will move up by the ^shortest route on 
the word, " dress." 



Section 12. — The Formation of Fours. 

Q. 210. — For what purposes is the formation of 
fours useful ? 

A. — To enable a company to move quickly and 
easily to a flank; to occupy as little space as 
possible on the line of march, and to pass obstacles 
without confusion or loss of time. 

Q. 211. — In forming fours, what length pace does 
the rear rank step back ? 
A. — One of 18 inches. 

Q. 212. — ^What is the length of a side pace taken 
in the formation of fours ? 
A. — 24 inches. 

Q. 213.— What are termed "Eight" and what 
«' Left Files " ? 

A. — Odd numbers are " Eight Files," even num- 
bers " Left " or " Moving Files." 

Q. 214. — How does the file on the left of a com- 
pany, and how does the second file from the left of 
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a company, act in the formation of fours whether 
they be odd or even numbers ? 

A. — The file on the left of a company will in 
all cases act as a " left file " (" even " or *' moving 
file " ) ; the second file from the left as a " right file " 
(or odd number). 

Q. 215.— Why is this ? 

A. — In order that the left section of fours may 
always be complete. 

Q. 216. — What should be borne in mind by the 
four men composing a " right " and " left file " ? 

A. — That they will be considered as comrades in 
the field, and act together not only in forming fonrs 
but on other occasions ; * they should therefore take 
notice of each other when they are told off. 

Q. 217. — When, in the practice of forming fours 
at the halt, do the directing Guide, Captain, and 
supernumeraries turn with the company ? 

A. — When forming " Fours about." 

Q. 218. — ^How does a company form fours on the 
march? 

A. — On the word, " fouks," the rank in rear will 
step short two paces ; if the word, " deep," follows, 
the right files will mark time two paces while the 
left files move to their places in fours. If the words, 
" RIGHT " or " LEFT," follow, the Company will first 
turn in the direction ordered, after which the right 
files will mark time two paces while the left files 
move to their places. 

Q. 219. — ^What are the positions of Guides and 
Markers when moving to a flank in fours ? 

A. — The same as when moving to a flank in file. 
(Sec. 11, Ques. 205.) 

* Such as in forming " Groups " to resist small bodies of 
cavalry when in " Extended Order." 
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Q. 220. — ^When stepping off in fours from the 
** Order," how are rifles carried ? 

A. — When in fours deep, at the " Advance *' (the 
"shoulder" in Kifle Battalions), being brought to 
the " Order " after Fronting. When moving to a 
flank, at the " Trail," being brought to the " Order " 
when halted. 

Q. 221. — When moving diagonally or direct to a 
flank in fours, how will the men act on the words 

" FRONT (or rear) — TURN " ? 

A. — They will turn as ordered, and then form 
two deep, without further word of command, by the 
right files marking time two paces, while the left 
files get into their places and the rank in rear re- 
gains its distance. 

Q. 222. — ^When a company, moving to the front 
or rear, or to a flank in fours, receives the words, 
**F0RM TWO — DEEP," what takes place? 

A. — The left files will fall back, or step up, as 
the case may be, into their places in file, and the 
rank in rear will close on the rank in front, the 
right files marking time two paces. 

Q. 223. — Suppose the men were at the " trail " ? 

A. — Then, if they were moving to a flank, they 
come to the " Advance " on forming two deep (the 
" shoulder " in Eifle Battalions) ; if they were 
moving in fours deep, they would come to the trail 
when they had formed two deep. 

Q. 224. — How does a company moving to a flank 
in file form fours deep ? 

A. — On the word, " fours," the rear and super- 
numerary ranks will incline from the front rank by 
a lengthened step in the diagonal direction, and on 
the word, "Deep," the left files will move to their 
places in fours, the right files marking time two 
paces. 



i 
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Q. 225. — Supposing tlie rifles were not at the 
•* Slope," but at the ''Advance " (" shoulder" in Eifle 
Battalions), when in file ? 

A. — They would be immediately brought to the 
" Trail " on forming fours, unless the command, 
" Advance — arms " (" Shoulder — arms " in Eifle 
Battalions), had been given before turning to the 
right or left in file, or forming two deep. 

Q. 226 — ^How does a company moving to a flank 
by the diagonal march form fours to that flank ? 

A. — On the word, " right (or left)," the men will 
turn into file ; they will then form fours deep with- 
out another word of command. 



Section 13. — A Company marching in 
Files^ or Fours^ forming to the Front 
{or Rear) J to the Right (or Left), or to 
the Right (or Left) about. 

Q. 227. — What are the duties of Guides and 
Markers in these formations at the " Halt " ? 

A. — The Markers will mark the flanks of the 
company turning towards the flank of formation, 
and will be covered by the Instructor. The Guide 
on the flank of formation will dress the men file by 
file as they come up, and when the company is 
properly formed will give the words, " Eyes — Fronts** 
and take post in line. The Markers will take post 
on the word, " steady," from the Instructor. 

Q. 228. — How does the supernumerary rank form ? 
A. — With the company. 

Q. 229.— In forming to the front in quick or 
double time, do the Markers give points ? 

A.— No. 
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Q. 230. — In forming to the rear, where will the 
Guides and Markers take post ? 
A. — As in line retiring. 

Q. 231. — How many ways are there of "front 
forming " company, and what are they ? 

A. — Three; 1st, "at the halt, front form — com- 
pany," which, when completed, is at the "Halt;" 2nd, 
"FRONT FORM — COMPANY," done in " Quick Time," the 
men " Marking Time " when the form is completed ; 

3rd, " ON THE MARCH, FRONT FORM* — COMPANY," done in 

"Double Time; "and when the form is completed, 
the men take up the " Quick " and continue to move, 
on by the directing flank. 

Q. 232. — Give particulars with regard to the 
movements of the men in these formations ? 

A. — On the Instructor's words, "at the halt, 
FRONT FORM — COMPANY," the Markers double out and 
give points ; the leading man halts ; the remainder 
make a half-outwards turn and form on him, looking 
to the Guide of the leading flank for their dressing 
as they arrive at their places in line. On the 
Instructor's words, "front form — company," the lead- 
ing man marks time; the remainder make a half- 
outwards turn and foim on him, marking time as 
they arrive in their places. At the words from the 
Instructor, "on the march, front form— company," the 
leading man will continue to move on; the re- 
mainder will make a half-outwards turn, double up 
to their places, and take up the quick time as they 
successively arrive in line. 

Q. 233. — How many ways are there of forming 
to the rear, and what are the Instructor's words of 
command ? 

A. — Two ; the words being "rear form — company," 

and " ON THE MARCH, REAR FORM — COMPANY." 
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Q. 234. — ^What will the men invariably do before 
'* forming," if marching in " fours " ? 
A. — They will first form " two deep." 

Q. 235. — A csompany moving in fours to a fiank 
(to the right) receives the Instructor's words, " eight 
FORM — COMPANY ; " what takes place ? 

A. — The Markers will double out and give points. 
The men form two deep ; the leading file will wheel 
to its right and take two paces to its front; the 
rear-rank man halting, the front-rank man forming 
in front of him ; the remainder will form in succession 
on its left, looking to the right for their dressing as 
they arrive in their places. The Eight Guide will 
give the words, ^^Eyes — Front^** when the company is 
formed and take post in line ; the Instructor will 
then give the word, " steady," upon which the 
Markers will take post. 

Q. 236. — ^In case a company moving to the left in 
file receives the Instructor's words, " left about form 
— company," what will the leading file do ? 

A. — Wheel to the left about. The rear-rank man 
takes two paces to his front and halts ; the front- 
rank man will form in front of him by taking three 
paces forward and a side pace to his left. 

Q. 237. — How will the remainder proceed? 

A. — They will form upon the left file, already 
formed, taking care to wheel around square both at 
the first wheel and also as they arrive in rear of 
their places in line, looking to the left for their 
dressing as they arrive in their places. The Left 
Guide will dress the company. 
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Section 14. — A Company formed in Fours 
closing on a Flank or on the Centre^ and 
re-forming Two Deep. 

Q. 238. — Why is this formation useful ? 
A. — For diminishing the front of a company, also 
as a preparation for forming " Company Square. ** 

Q. 239. — Do the directing Guide and super- 
numerary rank close and open out with the com- 
pany ? 

A. — Yes. 

Q. 240. — ^How do men when at the halt close on 
the " Eight," " Left." or " Centre " ? 

A. — By means of the " side " or " closing step " of 
12 inches. 

Q. 241. — Describe what takes place on the In- 
structor's words, "ON THE RIGHT (lEFT OR CENTRE) 
CLOSE, QUICK — MARCH " ? 

A. — The four men on the named flank or in the 
centre will stand fast, the remainder closing on 
them by the side step. 

Q. 242. — What takes place on the Instructor's 

words, "FROM THE RIGHT (lEFT OR CENTRE) RE-FORM 
TWO DEEP, QUICK — MARCH " ? 

A. — On the word, " march," the four men on the 
named flank or in the centre will stand fast, the 
remainder will open out from them by the side step, 
and the left files will move up to their places in line 
in succession as the intervals are opened for them ; 
the rear-rank men will step up to their proper dis- 
tances at the same time. 

Q. 243. — A company advancing in fours deep 
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receives the Instnictor's words, "on the centre- 
close ; " what occurs ? 

A. — The files in the centre will move steadily 
forward at the " stepping short " pace, the remainder 
will close on them by the diagonal march. 

Q. 244. — When does the company move on with a 
full pace ? 

A. — On the completion of the close, at the In- 
structor's word, " FORWARD." 

Q. 245. — What takes place at the Instructor's 
command, " from the centre, re-form two — deep " ? 

A. — The centre file will move steadily forward at 
the " stepping short " pace, the remainder will in- 
cline outwards by the diagonal march, and the left 
files will move up into the intervals in succession as 
they are opened for them ; the rear and super- 
nnlrary ra^nks regaining their proper distance's at 
the same time. 

Q. 246. — When does the Instructor give the word, 

** FORWARD " ? 

A. — ^When the formation is complete, and the 
company will then step out a full pace. 



Section 15. — The Side or Closing Step. 

Q. 247. — How do the men act on receiving the 
words from the Instructor, " right close, quick — 

MARCH " ? 

A. — On the word, " march," each man will carry 
his right foot 12 inches direct to the right and 
instantly close his left foot to it, thus completing 
the pace ; he will proceed to take the next pace in 
the same manner, shoulders to be kept square, kneea 
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not bent except on rougli or broken ground; tbe 
cadence is that of quick time. The direction must 
be kept in a straight line to the flank, neither in- 
clining to the front nor rear. 

Q. 248. — If the number of paces is not named, 
who halts the company, and what are the words of 
command ? 

A. — The Captain, giving the words, " Company — 
Halt:* 

Q. 249. — How should the company be practised 
in the side or closing step ? 

A. — The Instructor should name a given number 
of paces, thus — " six paces (or eight paces) bight (or 

left) close, quick — ^MARCH." 

Q. 250.— Why is this advisable? 

A. — To accustom the men of the company to 
uniform action and to preserve general steadiness, 
also to see that the direction is kept straight to the 
flank named, and that there is no shufiiing in the 
ranks after the number of paces named has been 
taken. 



Section 16. — Counter-Marching and Chang- 
ing Ranks. 

Q. 251. — ^What caution is given by the Instructor 
previous to Counter-marching or changing ranks ? 

A. — As A COMPANY in COLUMN BY THE BIGHT (OR 

left). 

Q. 252. — Why is a company required to Counter- 
march ? 

A. — In order that front may be changed to the 
rear. 
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Q. 253. — Is there any other way of changing front 
to the rear ? 

A. — Yes; by the Instructor giving the words, 

** COMPANY, CHANGE — RANKS." 

Q. 254. — In this case what occurs? 

A. — On the word, " ranks," the company will 
turn about; and the supernumeraries will turn out- 
wards and double round to the new rear, the 
Captain moving round at the same time. The 
company should again be numbered off. 

Q. 255. — ^In Counter-marching from the " Halt " 
what occurs at the Instructor's word, "counter- 
march " ? 

A. — The directing Guide will turn about and 
take a pace to his front ; the Guide of the reverse 
flank will place himself one pace from that flank 
and turn inwards. 

Q. 256. — And on the words, "ranks right and 
LEFT — TURN," from the Instructor ? 

A. — The front rank will turn to the right, the 
rear rank to the left. The Captain and super- 
numerary rank will turn towards the reverse flank. 

Q. 257. — On the command, " quick — march," from 
the Instructor, what takes place ? 

A. — The company will step off together, each rank 
wheeling close round to its right, until the leading 
man of the front rank comes close up to the Guide, 
when the company will mark time. The Captain 
and the supernumerary rank will counter-march 
round the reverse flank, marking time successively 
as they arrive in their places, and halting and front- 
ing with the company. 

Q. 258. — What must each man be careful to do 
when wheeling? 

A. — To move up to the Guide on the flank ^1 
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which he wheels, and to lengthen his pace with 
the outer foot during the wheel, in order not to 
check the rest of the company. 

Q. 259. — What words of command does the In- 
structor next give ? 
A. — " Company, — halt, — ^front, — dress." 

Q. 260.— How do the Guides act ? 

A. — On the word, "front," they will change 
flanks, doubling round in rear of the Captain, left 
arm to left arm. 

Q. 261. — Are the men dressed by the Guide on 
the directing flank ? 

A. — No ; they take up their own dressing as they 
invariably do when in column, on the word, " dress," 
and having done so look to their front. 

Q. 262. — What occurs when a company on the 
march receives the Instructor's command, " counter- 
march, RANKS RIGHT AND LEFT — ^TURN " ? 

A. — The men, Captain and supernumeraries, will 
act as from the " Halt." The Guides will also move 
as at the Halt, but ** marking time." 

Q. 263. — When the Instructor gives the words, 

" COMPANY, FRONT — TURN BY THE RIGHT (OR LEFT)," OR, 

HALT, — FRONT, — DRESS," what do the Guides do ? 

A. — As the company advances, or halts and fronts, 
the Guides will change flanks and take their proper 
places in column. 
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Section 17. — Diminishing and Increasing 
Front by breaking off Files and bringing 
them cbgain to the Front. 

Q. 264. — Why is a company required to break off 
files? 

A. — In order to pass obstacles when on the 
march. 

Q. 265. — What are the Instructor's words for 
breaking off files ? 

A. — " Break off (so many) files from the — 

BIGHT (or left)." 

Q. 266. — How does the Captain then act ? 

A. — He will immediately give the executive 

words, " {so many) Files on the Right (or Left) — 

Left (or Bight) Turn, Bight— (or Left) Wheel" 

Q. 267. — When the Instructor gives the words, 

** BREAK OFF FOUR FILES FROM THE — RIGHT," what OCCUrs? 

A. — The Captain will immediately give the com- 
mands, ^^Four Files on the Bight, Left — Turn, Bight — 
WheeV* On the word " Turn,*' the named files will 
turn to the left, and on the word " Wheel," they 
will wheel to the right, following the right flank 
of the remainder of the company. 

Q. 268. — What are the Instructor's words of 
command to bring the files to the front ? 
A. — " Files to the — front." 

Q. 269. — What occurs on their being given ? 

A. — The Captain will immediately give the 
executive words, ^^ Files to the — Front" On the word 
•* Front," the files broken off will make a balf-tum 
outwards and double up to their places in line, 
taking up the quick time when they arrive there. 
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Q. 270. — Supposing tlie Instructor gave the words, 
" Two FILES TO THE — FRONT," what would then occur ? 

A. — The Captain would give the executive words, 
** Two Files to the — Front^^^ upon which the named 
files would act as before ; the remaining files in the 
rear will incline to the right by the diagonal march, 
and step out till they cover the two files on the 
flank. 

Q. 271. — If the files are broken off from the 
directing flank, what do the Guide and Marker of 
that flank do ? 

A. — The Guide will touch in to the remainder of 
his front rank as the files drop to the rear, and his 
Marker will move up and cover him. 

Q. 272. — How will the Guide and Marker move 
on the reverse flank, if the files are broken off from 
that flank ? 

A. — As in file marching. (Sec. 11, Ques. 205.) 

Q. 273. — When will the Left Marker cover his 
Guide ? 

A. — When files are broken off from the left, and 
that fiank is directing. 

Q. 274. — When a number of files are broken off 
successively until they amount to a half-company, 
what occurs ? 

A. — They will be ordered to form " Fours — Deep " 
by the Captain. 
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Section 18. — Diminishing and Increasing 
Front hy breaking into Files or Fours^ 
and re-forming Company. 

Q. 275. — What are the Instructor's words of com- 
mand for a company when at the halt, to advance 
or retire from either flank in files or fours ? 

A. — " Company right — (or left) turn, or fours — 

RIGHT ^OR left) — LEFT (OR RIGHT) — WHEEL, QUICK — 
MARCH. 

Q. 276. — What are the Instructor's words of com- 
mand for a company, when on the march, to advance 
or retire from either flank in files or fours ? 

A. — The same as those above given, but omitting 
the words " quick — march." 

Q. 277. — What cautions should be given by the 
Instructor for a company to advance (or retire) 
in files (or fours) from the right (or left), supposing 
the company to form a component part of a Battalion 
standing at quarter column distance ? 

A. — " Advance (or retire) in files (or fours) from 

THE right (or left)." 

Q. 278. — Who then gives the executive words, 
and what are they ? 

A. — The Captain, the words being, " Company 
or No. — ) Bight (or Left') — Turn, or Fours — Bight 
or Left) — Left {or Bight) — Wheel, Quick — March.** 

Q. 279. — At the Instructor's words, "on the 
MARCH front FORM — COMPANY," what takes place ? 

A. — The men will immediately form in the usual 
manner. (Sec. 13, Ques. 232.) 

Q. 280. — If the Instructor gave the caution, 

" FRONT " (or rear) — FORM, Or " ON THE MARCH FRONT 

(or rear) — FORM," what would then occur ? 

A. — The Captain would give the command. 



i 
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^^ Front {or Bear) Form — Company,'* or " On the March 
Front (or Rear) Form — Company,'* and the men would 
form in the usual manner. (Sec. 13, Ques. 232.) 



Section 19. — Forming Company Square. 

Q. 281. — ^When is it necessary to form " Company- 
Square " ? 

A. — In the presence of the enemy's cavalry, and 
when acting as a support to skirmishers. 

Q. 282. — What is the Instructor's caution previous 
to forming company square ? 

A. — '* As A COMPANY IN LINE.'* 

Q. 283. — What takes place on the Instructor's 

words, FORM COMPANY SQUARE ? 

A. — The Captain will immediately give the com- 
mands, ''''Fours — Deep, On the centre close, Quick — 
March'* When the closing is completed the men will 
fix bayonets (or swords, in Eifle Battalions); the 
flank fours after fixing will turn outwards. The 
Officers and Serjeants will form in rear of the 
company. 

Q. 284. — ^What occurs on the Instructor's words, 

" PREPARE FOR — CAVALRY " ? 

A. — The Captain will immediately give the 
executive words, ^''Prepare for — Cavalry'* on which 
the second and fourth ranks will take a pace of 10 
inches to their right front; the first and second 
ranks will sink on the knee to the '* Eesist ; " the third 
and fourth ranks coming to the " Eeady." The points 
of the bayonets to be about the height of a horse's 
chest. 

Q. 285. — Do the Serjeants fix their swords ? 
A. — Yes. 
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Q. 286. — Supposing the company to be threatened 
in rear ? 

A. — The Captain will give the commands, " Bear 
ranks, Bight about — Turn, Prepare for — Cavalry" The 
Officers and Serjeants will move in between the 
fours, the two rear ranks will turn about, the third 
rank will come to the "Eeady," the fourth rank sink- 
ing on the knee to the *' Eesist." 

Q. 287. — What occurs at the Instructor's words, 
"ORDER — arms"? 

A. — The Captain gives the executive words, " Order 
— Arms,*^ on which the men come to the order, the 
whole will front, and the Officers and Serjeants, if 
in the square, will move out. 

Q. 288. — What executive words does the Captain 
give on receiving the Instructor's words, " re-form — 

COMPANY " ? 

A. — " Unfix — Bayonets (or Swords), From the centre 
Be-form two-deep. Quick — March," 

Q. 289. — In case the Instructor does not give the 
caution, " prepare for — cavalry," when do the flank 
fours turn to the front ? 

A. — When he gives the caution, "re-form — com- 
pany." 

Q. 290. — Suppose a company in line is threatened 
by cavalry and lias not time to form square, what 
should be done ? 

A. — The company should if possible fire a volley, 
the front rank dropping on the knee, and after- 
wards coming to the "Resist," the rear rank to the 
"Charge." 
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Section 20. — Formation of Half- Companies 

and Sections. 

Q. 291. — ^What square formations, other than 
company square, should the company be practised in ? 

A. — In wheeling outwards a quarter circle on 
the march by half-companies and sections, and 
halting as a central company in the formation of a 
battalion square, and in re-forming column. 

Q. 292. — What is the Instructor's caution previous 
to this practice? 

a. — *'as a company in column by the left (or 
eight)." 

Q. 293. — What occurs on the Instructor's words, 

" AS THE CENTRAL COMPANY OF A BATTALION FORM SQUARE, 
QUICK— MARCH " ? 

A. — The company steps off at the word, " March," 
and the Captain then gives the words, '* Half -Com- 
ipanies — outwards,*^ The half-companies will wheel 
outwards a quarter circle, halt without word of 
command, order arms, and fix bayonets (or swords, 
in Eifle Battalions). 

Q. 294. — What takes place at the Instructor's 
words, "UNFIX — BAYONETS (or swords), re-form — 

COLUMN " ? 

A. — The men will unfix bayonets (or swords), 
and turn about at the words, " re-form — column." 

Q. 295. — And on the Instructor's command, " quick 
— march " ? 

A. — The half-companies will wheel into company, 
the directing Guide moves up, and the Captain gives 
the words, ** Company, Halt, — Front, — Dr€88,^* when 
wheeled square. 
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Q. 296. — Suppose the Instructor gave the oom- 
mands, "as the central company of a battalion 

FOUR DEEP FORM SQUARE, QUICK — MARCH " ? 

A. — Then the Captain's command will be, " Sections 
— Outwards,^' and the two inner sections will close on 
the two outer, on completing the wheel. 

Q. 297. — On the Instructor's words, "re-form — 
COLUMN," how do the sections act ? 

A*. — The men turn about, and the inner sections 
move to wheeling distance. 

Q. 298. — ^In case the men are ordered to " prepare 
for cavalry," what are the words of command, and 
who gives them ? 

A. — The Instructor, the words being, " prepare for 

^-CAVALRY." 

Q. 299. — Who gives the commands to order and 
unfix? 

A. — The Instructor also, the words being, " order 

— ^ARMS, unfix — BAYONETS (OR SWORDS)." 

Q. 300. — How may the men be ordered to fire 
when in battalion square, on the approach of cavalry? 

A. — Independently or by volleys, or the kneeling 
ranks only, as may be required. 

Q. 301. — If the men are required to fire inde- 
pendently, what will be the executive words of 
command, and who gives them? 

A. — The Captain, who names the number of 
rounds thus : " Three Bounds Independent — Firing, at 
(300) yards, Beady — Commence," on which the third 
rank makes ready and fires. 

Q. 302. — In case the order, ^^ Cease — Firing," is 
given, what occurs ? 

A. — The men will at once come to the " Reacly " 
position, extract the cartridge, or throw out the 
empty cartridge case and ease springs. 
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Q. 303. — If the men are required to fire a volley, 
who gives the words of command, and what are they? 

A. — The Instructor, thus — "fire a. volley at (400) 
YARDS — ^READY, — PRESENT, — ^FiRE," on which the third 
rank will make ready and fire. 

Q. 304. — Should the Instructor's commands be, 

" FRONT KNEELING, AND STANDING RANKS, FIRE A VOLLEY 

AT YARDS — ^READY, which ranks would make 

readv ? * 

A.— The " First " and " Third Eanks." 

Q. 305. — What other commands should be then 
given ? 
A. — ** Front kneeling rank, — present, — fire ; 

FRONT standing RANK, — ^PRESENT, — FIRE, will be given 

by the Instructor. 

Q. 306. — How should these ranks act after firing ? 

A. — Extract the cartridge case, the front kneeling 
rank then coming to the " Eesist," the third rank to 
the " Ready." 

Q. 307. — Where are formations of half-companies 
and sections chiefly required ? 

A. — On the line of march, where columns always 
move with as large a front as the ground will 
admit, and occasionally in the formation of supports 
in extended formations. 

Q. 308. — ^How are these movements always to be 
done? 

A. — On the march. 

Q. 309. — ^What command does the Instructor first 
give ? 

A. — " The column will advance, quick — ^march." 

Q. 310. — On the caution, " form — half-companies," 
from the Instructor, what occurs ? 

A. — The Captain will immediately give the 
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words, " Bight Half-company to the Front, Remainder 
Bight — TurnJ* When the leading file is in rear of 
the centre of the leading half-company, " Half Left 
— Tum;*^ and when in column, '^ Front — Twr«, hy 
the Left:' 

Q. 311. — ^Where will the Captain, Guides, and 
Markers then be ? 

A. — The Captain will be on the reverse flank, 
clear of, and midway between, the two half- 
companies; the Guides will be on the directing 
flanks of their own half-companies; the Markers 
two paces in rear of the flank files. 

Q. 312. — On the caution from the Instructor, 
" FORM — SECTIONS," what is done ? 

A. — The Captain gives the commands, *^ Right 
Sections to the Front, Remainder Right — Turn" When 
the leading files of the left sections arrive in rear of 
the centre of the right sections, " Half Left — Turn ; " 
and when in column, " Front — Turn, hy the Left," 

Q. 313. — What will now be the positions of the 
Captain, Guides, and Markers? 

A. — The Captain will be in his usual place ; the 
Guides will be on the directing flanks of the outer 
sections ; the Markers on the directing flanks of the 
inner sections. 

Q. 314. — What do the remaining supernumeraries 
do both in formations of half-companies and 
sections ? 

A. — Eemain in their places. 

Q. 315. — What takes place on the Instructor's 
caution, " form — half-companies " ? 

A. — The Captain will immediately give the words, 
^^ Left Sections to the — Front" on which the named 
sections will move up into line by the diagonal 
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maroli, at the double, taking up the step and 
dressing as they arrive in their places. 

Q. 316. — What takes place on the Instructor's 
.caution, " form — company " ? 

A. — The Captain will give the command, " B^ar 
Half-company to the — Front" and the named half- 
company will move up into line by the diagonal 
march in like manner as the sections previously 
moved. 

Q. 317. — Describe how a company is formed from 
Column of Sections ? 

A. — On the Instructor's caution, " form — company," 
the Captain will give the command, " Bear Sections to 
the — Front" on which the named sections will half 
outwards turn and double up as before described. 

Q. 318. — May a company be wheeled from the 
halt into half-companies and sections by the In- 
structor ? 

A. — Yes; on the same principle as a company 
wheels forward from the halt — from column into 
line and from line into column. 

Q. 319. — A company advancing (or at the halt) 
receives the Instructor's command, "by half-com- 
panies (or sections) right (or left) — WHEEL " ("QUICK 

— march " if at the halt) ; what happens, and which 
flank directs on completion of the wheel ? 

A. — The half-companies (or sections) will wheel 
a quarter circle to the right (or left), marking time 
when square until the words, " forward, by the — left 
(or right) or halt, — DRESS, are given by the In- 
structor. The left will direct if the wheel was 
made to the right, and vice versd, 

Q. 320. — A company in column of half-companies 
(or sections) receives the dnstructor's commands^ 
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" LEFT (or RIGHT^ WHEEL INTO— LINE " (if at the halt, 

** QUICK — ^MARCH ) ; what occurs ? 

A. — The half-companies (or sections) will wheel 
into line to the named flank, marking time when 
in the same alignment until they receive the 
Instructor's word, " forward " (or " halt ") ; the 
Guides and Markers taking post in line. 

Q. 321. — How is an increase of front performed 
when a company is on the march in files or fours ? 

A. — ^When a company advances from a flank in 
files or fours, its front may be increased by the 
Captain giving the words, " Front form — Sections (or 
Half-companies) ; " on the caution being given by the 
Instructor, '*form — sections (or half-companies)." 
Or the company may advance in file, from the 
flanks of half-companies and sections, and ''Front 
form." 

Q. 322. — How is a change of direction effected 
when moving in column of half-companies or 
sections ? 

A. — The Instructor gives the caution, " Change 
direction to the — right (or left," upon which the 
Captain will give the executive words, ^''Leading 
Half-company {or Section) Bight (or Left) — Wheel" 
The word, "forward," will be given by the Instructor 
to the leading half-company (or section) at the 
required angle. The rear half-company (or section) 
will wheel on the same ground as the preceding 
half-company (or section) without word of command. 

Q. 323. — A column of half-companies, right in 
front and 'marching by the left, is required to line 
to the right (the reverse flank) ; how is it done ? 

A. — The Instructor gives tne caution, " by the — 
right," on which the Guides will place themselves 
on the right flanks of their half-companies. He 
then gives the words, " line to the right on thr 
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LEADING HALF-COMPANY," upon which the Guide of 
the leading half-company will give the commands, 
^^ Leading Half -company, Bight Wheel — Double;" when 
square, ^^ Forward;" and after moving five paces, 
''Halt — Dress" The Guide of the rear half-com- 
pany will march straight on until the directing 
flank of his half-company arrives in rear of, and at 
right angles to, the reverse flank of the leading 
half-company already formed in line, where he will 
give the words, ** Bear Half-company, Bight — Wheel — 
Double;" when square, ''Forward ;" and after moving 
five paces, " Halt — Dress up,*' 

Q. 324. — A column of sections, left in front and 
marching by the right, is required to line half left 
(to the reverse flank) ; how is it done ? 

A. — The Instructor will give the caution, "by 
THE — ^LEFT," upon which the Guides and Markers will 
place themselves- on the reverse flanks of their 
sections. He then gives the words, " line half-left 
ON the leading section," on which the Left Guide 
will give the command, " Leading Section, Left — 
Wheel — Double;" when at the proper angle, "For- 
ward ; " and after moving five paces, " Halt — Dress" 
The Left Marker will at the same time give the 
words, " Second Section, Bight — Wheel," and when at 
right angles to the left section, " Forward" When 
the left flank of his section has arrived in rear of 
the right flank of the leading section already formed 
in line, he will then give the words, "Left Wheel — 
Double;" when parallel to the section already formed, 
"Forward;" and after moving five paces, "Halt — 
Dress up." The Right Marker and Right Guide will 
proceed likewise with the " third " and " fourth " 
sections respectively. 

Q. 325. — Previous to forming line to the reverse 
flank, what must the Instructor always do ? 
A. — Direct the half-companies or sections to 
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marcli by that flank, giving the caution, " by the — 
RIGHT," or " BY THE — LEFT," as the case may be. 

Q. 326. — A company gets the Instructor's com- 
mand, "BY HALF-COMPANIES, RIGHT — WHEEL, QUICK — 

MARCH ; " in order to line to the right, what must 
first be done ? 

A. — The Instructor must give the caution, " by 
THE — RIGHT," On which the Guides will change to the 
reverse flanks of their half-companies. 

Q. 327. — How would line be formed to the left 
in the case of half-companies or sections having 
wheeled to the right ? 

A. — By the Instructor giving the words, " left 

WHEEL INTO — ^LINE." 



EXTENDED OEDEE. 

GENERAL PRINCIPLES. 

Q. 328. — Why is a company drilled in extended 
order ? 

A. — To train it for skirmishing and for the 
attack. 

Q. 329. — What must be carefully explained with 
regard to the extended order ? 

A. — That it is applicable both for the formation 
for attack and for skirmishing ; but with the general 
difference, that in the attach the object is to gradually 
bring up the battalion, with as little loss as possible, 
to a point suflBciently near the position of the 
enemy, whence the hottest fire can be poured in, 
and the final assault by the battalion as a compact 
body can be made ; whereas in skirmishing the object 
is either to cover a body of troops not formed for 
attack, or to feel for an enemy when advancing 
through an enclosed or wooded country. 
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Q. 330. — Are men permitted to seek cover dnidM 
the advance in the attack formation ? • '■*^' 

A. — Not as a general rule ; for by doing so tbej 
would be liable to lose their interval and fail to 
move direct to their front. 

Q. 381. — ^Under what circumstances are men 
allowed to take advantage of cover during the 
attack ? 

A. — They should avail themselves of the slightest 
inequality of the ground as cover, thus avoiding all 
unnecessary exposure. When exposed to Artillery 
fire alone, they may take advantage of cover if 
ordered so to do. 

Q. 332. — Are men allowed to seek cover in 
skirmishing ? 

A. — Yes ; they should be taught to take advantage 
of every bit of cover lying in their route, and to ran 
or creep from one point to another, so as to inflict 
the greatest loss upon the enemy with the least 
amount of danger to themselves. 

Q. 333. — Why is greater latitude allowed in 
skirmishing formations and manoeuvres ? 

A. — Because such cohesion of the portions of the 
battalion is not so necessary as in the attack for- 
mation. 

Q. 334. — What will men do in extended order, 
at the halt, if not ordered to kneel or lie down ? 
A. — Stand at ease. 

Q. 535. — When will they come to " attention " ? 
A. — On the last executive word, and proceed with 
the ordered movement. 

336. — What space do men occupy in extended 
tions ? 
Each file (or man in rank entire) will be 
' to occupy a space of 30 inches.

A. — ^Four paces ; i.e., an interval of three paces in 
addition to the pace occupied by the file. 

Q. 338.— What is the difference in extending for 
attack and in extending for skirmishing ? 

A. — In extending for attack, the interval will be 
always four paces, and the extension must invariably 
be made from a flank ; whereas in extending for 
skirmishing, the interval will be increased according 
to circumstances, and the extension may be from a 
flank, the centre, or any named file. 

Q. 339. — What must the Instructor always specify 
in the case of extending for skirmishing ? 

A. — The number of paces to which such extension 
is to be made. 

Q. 340. — How do men always carry their arms 
when extended ? 
A.— At the ** trail." 

Q. 341.— How do the " Supports " and " Eeserve " 
carry their arms ? 

A. — At the " trail," if unloaded ; if loaded, at the 
" slope." 

Q. 342. — As a general rule in extending, who keeps 
the direction, and who regulates the interval ? 

A. — The front-rank man observes the direction, 
the rear-rank man regulating the interval. 

Q. 343.— How are commands conveyed to the 
extended line ? 

A. — By means of the bugle-sound. 

Q. 344. — How are men made acquainted with the 
bugle-sound ? 

A. — The bugle should be used at instruction 
parades. 
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Q. 345. — What are the bugle-sounds to be taught 
as laid down in the " Field Exercise," General 
Principles, for extended order ? 

A. — 1. Extend. 7. Cease Fire. 13. Quick. 

2. Close. 8. Assemble. 14. Double. 

3. Advance. 9. Incline. 15. Lie down. 

4. Retire. 10. Wheel. 16. Rise. 

5. Halt. 11. Alert. 17. Charge. 

6. Fire. 12. Prepare for Cavalry. 

Q. 346.— How are "Right," "Left," and "Centre" 
distinguished by bugle-sound ? 

A. — One G sounded on the bugle will denote the 
right, two G's the centre, and three G's the left. 

Q. 347. — What do two G's sounded before the 
" Extend " signify ? 

A. — From the centre extend. 

Q. 348.— What does one G followed by the " Close " 
signify ? 

A. — On the right close. 

Q. 349.— What does one G followed by the " In- 
cline " mean ? 

A. — Right incline. 

Q. 350.— What do three G's followed by the 
"Wheel" mean? 
A. — Left wheel. 

Q. 351.— What does the sound " Halt" annul? 
A. — All previous sounds except the " Fire." 

Q. 352.— What must the " Incline" and " Wheel " 
always be preceded by ? 

A. — The distinguishing G, or G's, to denote to 
which flank the incline or wheel is to be made. 



\ 



Q. 353.---What will a double " Incline " signify ? 
A. — A direct turn to the flank indicated. 
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Q. 354. — If the "Fire" is combined with any- 
other call, when should it always be sounded ? 
A. — Last. 

Q. 355.— Why? 

A. — Because, if the men were ordered to Fire, they 
might not hear the second call. 

Q. 356.— What does the " Alert " imply, and how 
do the men act when it is sounded ? 

A. — Unexpected danger; men in movement will 
at once halt, and wait for further orders. 

Q. 357. — When do men move at the bugle-sound ? 
A. — Directly it has ceased. 

Q. 358. — Does a support act on bugle-sounds ? 
A. — No ; it will invariably move by word of its 
commander. 

Q. 359. — What other sounds are used in extended 
order ? 

A. — Whistle-sounds. 

Q. 360.— Give the detail with regard to " Whistle 
Sounds " ?

No. 2, " Advance." )

Q. 361. — When are these sounds only permis- 
sible? 

A. — When the voice is insufficient for the requisite 
purpose, or when there is no chance of their being 
acted on by parties whom they do not concern. 
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Q. 362. — ^When may they be used ? 
A. — Subject to the foregoing conditions, bnt never 
otherwise. 

Q. 363. — What is the chief object in the use of 
the whistle ? 

A. — To attract the attention of troops in extended 
order, to orders about to be given, or to preconcerted 
signals between them and their supports and re- 
serves. 

Q. 364. — Under what circumstances should the 
premonitory note "Attention" (No. 1) never be 
omitted preparatory to the executive word of com- 
mand? 

A. — In a general fighting or skirmishing line, 
when, owing to the nature of the ground, or to the 
extent of front or rapid firing, orders are not easily 
heard. 

Q. 365. — Should the call to " attention " be used 
independently by section commanders in a general 
fighting line ? 

A.— No. 

Q. 366.— Why not? 

A. — Because they can easily control their sections 
by the voice alone; and the indiscriminate use of 
the whistle only causes unnecessary noise, confuses 
the men, and disturbs their firing. 

Q. 367. — What is meant by the term " Section 
Commanders " ? 

A. — The Guides and Markei*s, the former taking 
charge of the flank sections, and the latter of the 
inner sections, under the general control of the 
Captain. 

Q. 368. — Who repeats the Captain's words of com- 
mand when in extended order? 
A. — The section Commanders. 
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Q. 369. — From whom should the whistle call to 
'* attention " only emanate ? 

A. — From the Officer commanding the fighting 
line, or Officers commanding companies who have 
an extended front to control. 

Q. 370. — Should the section leaders then repeat 
the sound ? 

A. — Yes, to show the Commander that his signal 
has been heard, and that all are ready to move. 

Q. 371.— What will then follow ? 
A. — The caution and executive word. 

Q. 372. — On what occasions, however, may the 
whole of the whistle-sounds be used with advantage, 
instead of words of command, by commanders of 
scattered positions of the fighting or skirmishing 
line ? 

A. — In foggy weather, in thick plantations, in 
very broken ground, or in a very extended skirmish- 
ing or scouting line, when more latitude can be 
allowed. 

Q. 373. — What other means are there of com- 
municating to men at a distance ? 
A. — By signal. 

Q. 374.— What is the signal to " Advance" ? 
A. — ^Wave of the hand or sword. 

Q. 375.— What to *' Reinforce " ? 
A. — Head-dress held above the head, and, if neces- 
sary, waved. 

Q. 376. — What does the hand or sword, held out 
horizontally to the right or left, signify ? 
A. — Half-right or half-left. 

Q. 377. — What is the signal that no enemy is 
in sight ? 

A. — The rifle or sword being held up perpendicu- 
larly with the head-dress on it. 
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Q. 378. — ^What does the rifle or sword held Tip 
horizontally signify ? 
A. — That an enemy is in sight. 

Q. 379. — ^How is the strength of the enemy 
denoted ? 

A. — The rifle or sword held np steadily indicate 
that only very small bodies, such as vedettes and 
outposts, are to be seen. If lowered and raised in 
the same horizontal position once, twice, or more 
times, the strength of the enemy as seen by the 
signaller will be denoted. 



Section 21.^ The Extended Line. 

Q. 380. — What caution does the Instructor give 

when the company is required to extend for attack ? 

A. — " The company will extend for attack fuom 

THE — RIGHT (OT LEFT)." 

Q. 381. — What occurs on these words ? 

A. — The Officers will return swords. The Cap- 
tain will give the command, " Advance" on which 
the men will spring to attention (if standing at ease) 
and step off; he will then give the words, *' From the 
— Bight (or Left) Four Paces — Extend;" the file on the 
named flank will continue to move straight forward 
in quick time ; the remainder will make a half-turn 
in the required direction and double, turning to the 
front as they gain their intervals in the alignment, 
and taking up the quick, the whole keeping in line 
with the directing tile. 

Q. 382. — ^What are the posts of Officers and 
Markers ? 

A. — The Captain will be six paces in rear of the 
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centre ; the Guides will be three paces in rear of the 
outer sections; their Markers in rear of the inner 
sections. 

Q. 383. — ^What will the Guides and Markers see 
to during the extension ? 

A. — That the files take their proper intervals and 
preserve the general alignment ; the Guides should 
also see that the outer files lead in a true direction. 

Q. 384. — The extension being completed, what 
positions should the Captain and section Com- 
manders take up ? 

A. — Such position in rear of their commands as 
will best enable them to superintend their men. 

Q. 385. — What is the Instructor's caution when 
a company is required to extend for skirmishing ? 

A. — " The company will skirmish, extending 

{so many) paces from the — right (left or centre, or 
NO. — file)." 

Q. 386.— What occurs then ? 

A. — The OflBcers will return swords ; the Captain 
will give the words, " Advance^ from the — Might (Left^ 

Centre^ or No. — File) («o many) Paces — Extend,^' 

and the men will extend in like manner as for the 
attack, save that they will observe the interval 
named. 

Q. 387. — What care must be taken by the men, 
with regard to firing when in extended order ? 

A. — That on all occasions they fire only when 
an order to the section has been given to do so; 
adjusting their sights and aiming at precise objects. 

Q. 388. — ^How is the extended line moved to a 
flank? 

A. — On the Instructor's words, " right (or left) — 
incline," or on the bugle-sound, "Eight (or Left) 
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Incline," the men will at once make a half-turn and 
move to the flank indicated. If the " incline " is 
repeated, the line will move direct to the flank. ' 

Q. 389. — When will the line resume its original 
direction to the front or rear ? 

A. — ^On the Instructor's word, "advance," or 
"RETIRE," or on the bugle-sound, "Advance," or 
" Betire." 

Q. 390. — ^How are changes of front or direction 
effected in extended order ? 

A. — First by Wheeling, secondly by File forma- 
tion. 

Q. 391. — ^How will the extended line move on 
the Instructor's words, " right (ok left) — wheel," or 
on the bugle-sound, " Eight (or Left) Wheel " ? 

A. — It will wheel gradually round on the prin- 
ciples laid down for a wheel, the outer file regulating. 

Q. 392. — And on the Instructor's command, " for- 
ward," or "HALT," or on the bugle-sound, "For- 
ward," or " Halt " ? 

A. — The line will advance, regulated by the 
centre, or halt, as may be ordered. 

Q. 393. — If it is intended to throw back the line, 
what takes place? 

A. — The line will be turned about, and then pro- 
ceed as above directed. 

Q. 394. — What occurs if, when at the halt, the 
Instructor gives the words of command, " change 

FRONT TO THE — RIGHT (OR LEFT) ON THE TWO RIGHT (OR 
left) FILES — DOUBLE " ? 

A. — The Instructor will place the named files in 
the direction required ; on the word " double " the 
remainder will move across by the nearest way to 
their places in the new alignment. 
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Q. 395. — What takes place if the foregoing words 
of command ara given by the Instructor when on 
the march ? 

A. — The whole will move steadily forward till 
the word, " double;" the two named files will then be 
placed rapidly in the required direction, and the 
remainder will move as above ordered. 

Q. 396. — If it is intended to throw back the line, 
or any part of it by file formation, what occurs ? 
A. — The Instructor will give the words, " change 

FRONT TO THE — ^LEFT (OR RIGHT) ON *THE TWO RIGHT TOR 
left) files," or " CHANGE FRONT TO THE RIGHT (OR 
LEFT) ON THE TWO CENTRE FILES " (or No. — and No. — 

files), the movement proceeding as above described. 

Q. 397. — ^How is the word, or bugle-sound, " fire," 
regulated ? 

A. — It is only permissive, subject to the discre- 
tion of the Commander of the fighting line. 

Q. 398. — Who will name the men, or the number 
of men, in each section who are to fire ? 
A. — The company Commander. 

Q. 399.— Why? 

A. — Because it is of the utmost importance that 
the firing should be kept under complete control 
by company and section Commanders. 

Q. 400. — When does the company Commander 
give the order to fire ? 

A.— When he considers the enemy is in range. 

Q. 401. — Who will select the men to commence 
the fire? 

A. — The section Leaders. 

Q. 402. — ^What position will men in extended 
order at all times assume ? 

A. — Such position as may be most convenient, 
and may render their fire most effective. 
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Q. 403. — May the line be ordered to lie down ? 
A. — ^Yes. 

Q. 404. — May single soldiers lie down ? 

A. — Yes, for the sake of cover; but in the " attack " 
they must be careful not to leave the direct line of 
advance to do so. 

Q. 405. — When firing lying down what should 
be the position ? 

A. — Both elbows must rest on the ground, to 
support the body and rifle. 

Q. 406.— How do men fire when at the " Halt " ? 

A. — On the word, "fire," or on the last sound 
of the bugle, the rear-rank men will move up on 
the left of their front-rank men, and fire as may 
be directed. The leaf of the back sight need not 
be shut down until the order to " cease fire," or to 
" advance," or " retire," is given. 

Q. 407. — When firing at the halt, what takes 
place M the word, or sound, " cease — fire" ? 

A. — The men, if lying down or under cover, will 
remain steady ; otherwise they will form files. 

Q. 408. — How is firing carried on when " Advanc- 
ing " ? 

A. — On the word, "fire," or on the last sound 
of the bugle, the rear-rank men will move up on 
the left of their front-rank men, as at the. " Halt ; " 
the line will open fire according to the orders of 
their section Commanders, and continue the advance 
in a general line, taking advantage of such cover 
as may offer in their line of advance^ and invariably 
halting to fire. 

Q. 409. — How is it at^visable to commence firing? 
A. — By ordering alternate men or files of a named 
section to fire. 
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Q. 410. — Previous to firing, what should the 
named files do ? 

A. — Eun up to any cover, and take advantage 
of it ; but in the " attack " they must not diverge. 

Q. 411. — What does the firing of such files cover ? 
A. — The advance of the remainder. 

Q. 412. — What must these files do, having de- 
livered their fire ? 

A. — Move on again with the general line. 

Q. 413. — Whose duty is it to see that they do so ? 
A. — That of the section Commanders. 

Q. 414. — How may the advance also be practised 
atdriU? 

A. — By alternate sections or half-companies ; each 
advance or rush should be for about 30 yards. 

Q. 416. — What will those parts of the company 
in rear always do when drilling on open ground ? 

A. — Align themselves on the leading part of the 
company. 

Q. 416. — On broken ground, should men ever halt 
in rear of cover without taking advantage of it ? 
A.— No. 

Q. 417. — What should section Commanders be 
observant to judge ? 

A. — ^When a rush of their entire sections, to 
cover in their direct front, might be made with 
advantage. 

Q. 418. — What should all bear in mind in the 
" Extended Order " ? 

A. — That individual movement is subordinate 
to, and regulated by, the general movement of the 
extended line, a part of the line being always 
named as the guide for the movement of the re- 
mainder. 
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Q. 419. — ^How is firing carried on when "Ee- 
tiring"? 

A. — On the word, ''fire," or on the last sound 
of the bugle, the men, if moving in files, will form 
rank entire, by the rear rank inclining to the right 
and waiting for their front-rank men; the men 
or files selected to commence firing will halt, front, 
and fire, the remainder continuing to retire ; as 
soon as the former have delivered their fire, they 
will turn about and join the general line. In the 
meantime, those who have been selected as the 
next shots will have halted, and fronted, and be 
ready to fire as soon as the front is clear, and thus 
the retreat will continue in one general line; 
advantage being taken of every available position 
to make a stand. 

Q. 420. — What will the men do if the word or 
sound, " HALT," is given when retiring ? 

A. — Turn about and double up to the files firing. 

Q. 421. — ^When not firing, how will the men act 
on the word or sound, " halt," if retiring ? 

A. — Turn about, order arms, and stand at ease, or 
kneel or lie down as ordered. 

Q. 422. — When do the men re-form files ? 
A. — At the word or sound, " cease — fire," unless 
they are lying down, or under cover. 

Q. 423. — How may file formation be resumed from 
rank entire at any time ? 

A. — By the command, " form — files." 

Q. 424. — Ought companies when drilling in ex- 
tended order to be opposed to each other on broken 
ground ? 

A. — Yes : no opportunity should be lost of thus 
practising them. 
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Q. 426.— Wliy is this advisable ? 
A. — It will enable the men, by noticing the faults 
of others, to correct their own. 

Q. 426. — How is firing carried on when an ex- 
tended line is inclining or moving direct to a flank ? 

A.--The files ordered to fire will make a momen- 
tary halt, turn to the front and fire, and after 
delivering their fire will double up into their places. 

Q. 427.— When a company firing is ordered to 
halt, how do the men act ? 

A. — They will get under cover if possible, and 
continue firing as they may be directed. 



Section 22. — Supports. 

Q. 428. — What is required when a whole com* 
pany is extended as a fighting or skirmishing line ? 
A. — Another company as a " support." 

Q. 429. —How may a single company be practised ? 

A. — One or two sections only may be extended as 
a fighting or skirmishing line, the remainder follow- 
ing as a support. 

Q. 430. — How may a support move ? 

A. — Either in column of half-companies or sections, 
in fours or in line, or at *' open files " (two paces' 
interval), as may be ordered. 

Q. 431. — Where will its commander be? 
A. — In front. 

Q. 432. — As a general rule, what will be the 
distance between the extended line and the support 
on a plain, in the attack formation ? 

A. — About 150 yards. 
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Q. 433. — To what distance may it be increased 
when skirmishing ? 
A.— To 300 yards. 

Q. 434. — To what will the support invariably 
conform ? 

A. — To the movements of the extended line. 

Q. 436. — Where will be its position ? 
A. — In rear of the centre of the company, ex- 
tended in its front, unless otherwise ordered. 



Section 23. — Reinforcing an Extended 
Line J oi^ prolonging it to a Flank. 

Q. 436. — How may the whole or any part of an 
extended line be reinforced ? 

A. — By throwing forward the support, or part of it. 

Q. 437. — How will the reinforcement move up to 
the front ? 

A. — It will advance, extending on the march, or 
at the halt if ordered, and join the extended line. 

Q. 438. — Why, as far as practicable, should men 
divide the interval between filea (in rank entire, if 
firing) ? 

A. — Because it is desirable to keep the men of a 
file together. 

Q. 439. — In the event of one company reinforcing 
another, who takes command of the combined com- 
panies ? 

A. — The senior Officer. 

Q. 440. — What should an Officer do, if he observes 
any stray men who have become separated from, and 
are unable to join, their own company ? 

A. — Take them under his command and order 
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tliem, as may be most desirable, either to the ex- 
tended line, or form them into a support. 

Q. 441. — When necessary to prolong to a flank 
without weakening the rest of the line, how is it 
done? 

A. — The support will be moved up in extended 
order to the named flank. 



Section 24. — Retiring an Extended Line. 

Q. 442. — Describe the manner of retiring an ex- 
tended line that has not been reinforced by the 
support ? 

A. — The support will halt and extend in rank 
entire, if the extended line is firing ; each man 
when practicable lying down under cover. The old 
extended line will either be halted on reaching the 
support, or pass through them and be halted at a 
fresh position in their rear; the retirement being 
continued as may be ordered. 

Q. 443. — At what distance from the extended 
line does the extension of the support take place? 

A. — The distance entirely depends on the nature 
of the ground and the circumstances of the case. 

Q. 444. — May a company retiring be closed to a 
flank? 

A. — ^Yes, and it is often advantageous to do so. 

Q. 446. — What does the extended line then do ? 

A. — It will continue retiring by alternate positions, 
on the principle that one company covers the retreat 
of the other. 

Q. 446. — Is the foregoing mode of action generally 
applicable to relieving skirmishers ? 
A. — Yes. 
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Q. 447. — How is a company trained to these 
movements ? 

A. — These movements should be constantly prac- 
.tised at drill by named sections retiring in succession. 

Q. 448. — In what manner should an extended 
line retire, after being reinforced, when a retirement 
is necessary ? 

A. — One of the combined companies will retire 
to a position to the rear (if on level ground, about 
60 yards) ; it will resume file formation at the 
discretion of the company leader, the usual rule 
being observed, that all firing in extended order is 
to be from rank entire when there is room to do so. 
The other company will then be retired by order 
of its commander, and continue its retreat as before 
explained. 

Q. 449. — ^What must be clearly understood with 
regard to a fighting line, whether attacking or 
holding a position, or a skirmishing line engaged ? 

A. — That neither of them should be relieved. 

Q. 450. — Under what circumstances, however, may 
it be desirable to halt them ? 

A. — Failure of ammunition, or over-fatigue. 

Q. 451. — What occurs when this takes place ? 

A. — The support will simply be ordered to advance, 
extending and taking up the alignment of the fight- 
ing or skirmishing line, which will then either 
remain halted or retire and close by word of com- 
mand, and act as the support, or rejoin the fighting 
or skirmishing line as may be ordered. 
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Section 25. — The Close. 

Q. 462. — How is an extended line to be brought in ? 

A. — The word, or the bugle sound, " close," will 
be given, on which the line will retire in files, closing 
on its centre (unless otherwise ordered). The named 
file (or flank file) on which the close is to be made 
will continue to move on in quick time; the re- 
mainder will make a half-turn towards it, and close 
in, in double time, turning to the rear and resuming 
the quick as they arrive in their places. 

Q. 453. — How and where will this body of men 
form up ? 

A.^— It will move into position in fours, and form 
up six paces in rear of the reserve, or of an already 
formed body, if directed so to do. 



Section 26. — Formations to resist Cavalry. 

Q. 454. — What should the Instructor impress 
upon the men with regard to '* Formations to resist 
Cavalry " ? 

A. — That Infantry, if kept well in hand, have 
nothing to fear from Cavalry ; that a single man on 
broken ground has altogether the advantage on his 
side, provided he remains calm and collected ; and 
that the smallest square or group is secure, as long 
as the men are cool and fire only at the proper 
moment by order of their Commander. 

Q. 455. — What should men in the extended line, 
even if firing occasionally, do, in order to protect 
themselves from small bodies of Cavaliy on ground 
peculiarly favourable to their action ? 

A. — Eesume file formation; for this particular 
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situation would demand a closer formation than that 
of single rank. 

Q. 456. — When is the command, " form — groups," 
given? 

A. — When Cavalry attack the line. 

Q. 457. — How will the men then act? 

A. — The right and left files of every four will close 
to each other_ at the double, fix bayonets, and act 
as required. 

Q. 458. — In case a reinforcement by the support 
has taken place, what files will then close in ? 
A. — The two files standing next each other. 

Q. 459. — How may a stronger formation be made 
against an attack by a larger body of Cavalry ? 
A. — By forming " Kallying Squares.*' 

Q. 460. — What must Officers bear in mind with 
regard to rallying squares ? 

A. — That in forming large bodies for resistance, 
they lose, at a most critical moment, their power of 
offence, and become an easy mark for Artillery fire. 

Q. 461. — What does the support do on rallying 
squares being formed ? 

A. — It will close if at open files, and at once move 
up into the best position to aid the fighting line, and 
if necessary will open fire to check the attacking 
force. 

Q. 462. — Should the Cavalry press upon the 
support, what takes place ? 

A. — The flanks will gradually fall back, so that 
it will form an oval two deep round the Commander ; 
or the support may form company square by forming 
fours deep and closing. 

Q. 463.— What will the caution be ? 
A. — " Prepare for — cavalry." 
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Q. 464. — How is the company practised in form- 
ing rallying squares ? 

A. — The Instructor having caused the company 
to disperse to a given distance, will give the words, 
" FORM RALLYING SQUARE," at the samc time placing 
an Officer as a rallying point, who will hold up his 
sword and turn towards the supposed enemy. The 
men will run to the officer, form round him without 
crowding, order arms, fix bayonets (or swords), and 
turn outwards. 

Q. 465. — When a rallying square is composed of 
a large number of men, what should its Com- 
mander do ? 

A. — Order the faces to take a given number of 
paces to their front. 

Q. 466.— What is the benefit of this ? 

A. — The men in the centre will then fill up the 
intervals which will be left at the corners, and by 
this means the square may be made four or two deep. 

Q. 467. — Can a company be formed into several 
rallying squares ? 

A. — ^Yes, on different points placed as before 
described. 

Q. 468. — Can the squares afterwards be amal- 
gamated ? 

A. — Yes, they may be moved in on each other as 
opportunity offers. 

Q. 469. — What cautionary words does the In- 
structor give to advance or retire the square, or to 
move it to a fiank ? 

A. — " The square will — advance (retiee) or move 

TO THE — right (oR LEFT)." 

Q. 470. — What occurs on their being given ? 
A. — The Captain or Officer on whom the square 
is formed will repeat the words of the Instructor, 
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aiad will immediately follow them by the executive 
words, Inwards^-Tum, Quick — March" On the word, 
" Tum,^* the square will turn in the direction named ; 
on the word, ^' March" the square will step off, 
marching by the left of the leading face, if advanc- 
ing or moving to the right ; by the right, if retiring 
or moving to the left. 

Q. 471. — ^How are the arms carried ? 
A. — At the advance (the shoulder in Eifle 
Battalions). 

Q. 472. — What caution does the Instructor give 
to halt the square ? 
A. — " The square will halt." 

Q. 473. — What occurs at these words ? 

A. — The Captain or OflScer commanding the 
square will then give the executive words, " Square 
— Halt" on which the square will halt, turn out- 
wards, and order arms. 

Q. 474. — ^Describe what takes place on the bugle- 
sound, or on the Instructor's caution, ^'pbepare 
FOE — cavalry " ? 

A. — The Captain or Officer commanding the 
square will give the executive words, " Prepare for — 
Cavalry,'* upon which, if a four-deep square, the 
second and fourth ranks will take a pace of 10 inches 
to their right front ; the first and second ranks will 
then sink on the knee at the " Resist," the third and 
fourth ranks coming to the " Ready." If in two-deep 
square the rear rank will come to the " Ready," the 
front rank will sink on the knee at the " Resist ; " in 
each case the points of the bayonets to be about the 
height of a horse's chest. 

Q. 476. — What happens on the caution from the 
Instructor, *' re-form — company " ? 
A. — The Captain or Officer commanding the 
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aqtiare will tlien give the words, " Order — Arms ; 
Ur^ — Bayonets (or Swords)^ The Left Marker will 
mark where the left flank of the compaiay is to rest, 
turned towards the supposed enemy ; then the Cap- 
tain or OflBcer will give the words, " Be-form Com- 
pany. Quick — March,^* upon which the men will 
advance arms (or shoulder in Eifle Battalions), form 
company upon the Marker, and stand at ease. 



Section 27. — Inspecting and proving a 

Company/. 

Q. 476. — Give the words of command and detail 
for inspecting a company on parade ? 

A. — " Fix — Bayonets " (or Swords). 

" Open Order, — March. The inspecting Officer 
will pass down the ranks to see that the appoint- 
ments, clothing, etc., are clean and in good order. 

" Unfix — Bayonets " (or Swords'). 

" Shoulder — Arms.** 

^^ For Inspection: Port — Arms. When at "the 
port," the men open the breech and grasp the small 
of the butt with the right-hand thumb on the 
thumb seat. The Officer will go down the ranks to 
see that the block is free from rust, and otherwise 
(dean ; also, if necessary, to see that it is free in its 
action. 

" Close Order— March." 

" Examine, — Arms.*' On the word " Examine,** the 
rear rank will take a pace of 10 inches to the right 
front. On the word " Arms** both ranks will come to 
the ** Eeady " (Ist and 2nd motions) with the muzzle 
of the rifle so inclined as to enable the Officer to 
look through the barrel. The Officer will now pro- 
ceed to look through each barrel to see that it is 
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clean and free from rust. The soldier, when the 
Officer passes the file nearest to him, will close the 
breech by easing springs, order arms, (resume his 
distance if a rear-rank man), and'«tand at ease. 

Q. 477. — How is a company told off? 

A. — ^After calling the men to ^* Attention " the 
Officer will give the word, " Number,^' upon which 
the men will number off from right to left. The 
Officer then gives the words (and numbers in the 
case of a company of 20 files), " No, 10 Left of the 
Bight Half -company^ Noa. 5, 10, 16, 20, Left of 
Sections** 

^^ Might Half -company, Trail^-ArmaJ* 

*' Left Half-company, Trail— Arms.** 

" Outer Sections, Order — Arms,** 

'* Inner Sections, Order — Arms.** 

" Fours— Deep, Front,** 

" Fours— Bight, Front.** 

" Fours— Left, Front,** 

" Fours— About, Front,** 

Q. 478. — May a company be further proved ? 

A. — Yes, in any particular movement in whicb it 
may be deficient, if considered expedient by the 
Officer telling it off. 

Q. 479. — Should a company be then told off and 
proved as before with changed ranks ? 

A. — Yes, after which the original front will be 
resumed. 



Section 28. — Dismissing a Company. 

Q. 480. — ^How is a company dismissed at the 
conclusion of a parade ? 

A. — The Captain, Officer, or Non-commissioned 
Officer will give the words, '•''Eight — Turn, — Dismiss;** 
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the men will turn as ordered, and on the word, 
^^ DismisSj^' will "port arms" at the same time, 
taking a side pace outwards by ranks ; after a panse 
they will come to the advance (the shoulder in 
Bifle Battalions) and break off. 

Q. 481. — In what manner must the men leave the 
parade after breaking off? 

A. — In a quiet and orderly manner, carrying their 
rifles at the "Advance" (the shoulder in Bifle 
Battalions). 

Q. 482. — Is the same mode to be observed in 
turning in a Guard or Picquet ? 
A. — Yes. 
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
